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G-extlemex oe the City Couxcil: 

We are again invested with, the responsibility of con- 
ducting the civic affairs of our city for another year. 
While a new municipal year begins, the personnel of 
government is the same with one exception. We may, 
therefore, consider ourselves a continuing body in the 
administration of public affairs. This means that we 
have had experience and acquired knowledge of matters 
affecting public welfare, and the nature of problems 
which arise demanding intelligent solution. We are 
better equipped to start the new year of government, as 
the result of our past year’s experience, and knowledge 
gained through our executive and legislative work. 

Equipped as we are, it is reasonable for our citizens 
to expect an administration of public affairs in keeping 
with sound, conservative and efficient principles of 
government. We cannot plead unfamiliarity with the de- 
tails of public activities. We know the needs of our city 
and what is expected of us. We cannot evade responsi- 
bility. It is squarely up to us to do those things 
meritorious from a public standpoint, and win the com- 
mendation of the public by clean cut, unselfish public 
service. 

One year ago I asked for co-operation between the 
Mayor’s office and the city council, that we “work 
unitedly throughout the year for the common good of our 
city.” Let me say that you have given generously the 
co-operation which I asked. Our official relations have 
been quite free from misunderstanding or friction. 
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Wlorking unitedly as we have, results have been accom- 
plished which I feel justifies a confidence that we have 
rendered service satisfying to our citizens in general. 

An earnest effort has been made this year to obtain 
as near as possible full value for every dollar expended. 
It is apparent that tremendous results have been accom- 
plished in this respect. There is a distinction between 
the kind of economy which strikes at general impair- 
ment of departmental efficiency and the economy that 
saves a dollar in waste and useless expenditure. It is 
the latter kind of economy which has been practiced with 
the result that more constructive work has been done the 
past year than ever before, and every department of the 
city has finished within the appropriations allowed them. 
This is a splendid showing and must be continued during 
the present year. Right here let me say that I will con- 
tinue such a policy of control of expenditures the present 
year, and reduce still further, if possible, that percentage 
of useless expenditure, which year after year saps the 
financial vitality of the city. I ivill never withhold a 
dollar of necessary expenditure for labor , or supplies 
and materials needed by any department ; but I will with- 
hold approval of extravagant expenditure in any line of 
departmental activity. 

It must be said that department heads have co- 
operated with the Mayor and city council very well the 
past year in spending of their appropriations. They 
heeded the warning issued at the beginning of the year 
and proved that they could conduct their departments 
efficiently within their appropriations. There are no 
overdrafts for us to assume this year. There was no so- 
called balancing of accounts at the end of the year. De- 
partments finished within their appropriations, and in 
round figures a credit of $35,000. is available from un- 
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expended balances of the various departments. This is 
a unique experience in city finances, and while we con- 
gratulate department heads, we must insist upon a 
continuance of the same efforts this year. 

FINANCIAL REVIEW 

It is apparent to me also that but slight increases in 
departmental appropriations will be necessary this year 
as against appropriations of last year. I see no cause 
for larger appropriations for .departments being voted 
this year, except perhaps in minor instances. In fact, 
it is necessary that such a condition prevail. We are con- 
fronted this year with providing full measure from the 
tax levy the amount of twenty-five cents per $1000. of 
valuation against loans that may be negotiated during 
the year. It is possible that this sum will total in the 
vicinity of $165,000 which must go into the tax levy. 

AN HONEST TAX RATE 

Last year I called attention to the fact that the tax 
rate of 1922 was a misleading and fictitious one. This 
year we have given our citizens a straightforward tax 
rate. Let me prove it: 

Original budget appropriations 1922 


included in tax levy $4,270,415.85 

Supplementary appropriations 1922 

not included in tax levy 214,310.80 


$4,484,726.65 

Original budget appropriations 1923 $4,621,020.12 
Supplementary budget 1923 included 

in tax levy 196,632.15 

$4,817,652.27 
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Despite the increase of $332,925.62 over the total 
appropriations of 1922 and $547,236.42 over the original 
appropriations of 1922 our tax rate was advanced but 
twenty cents and had the sum of $214,310.80 been in- 
cluded in the tax levy of 1922. our tax rate of 1923 would 
have shown a substantial reduction. An increased bud- 
get appropriation whs necessary this year, because of 
several factors which were beyond our control. It was 
necessary to take care of unpaid bills of 1922 amounting 
to $52,382.82. The new finance law of 1923 making it 
mandatory to include in the tax levy, an amount of 25c. 
per $1000 of valuation before negotiation of loans, 
amounted to $52,000. The school appropriation was in- 
creased $167,915.00 due largely to a full year opening of 
the new high school. 

ANALYSIS OF FINANCIAL CONDITION

NOTE. — General debt the past year shows a decrease of $75,270.00, 
whereas the general debt for the year of 1922 showed an in- 
crease of $165,095.00.

An analysis of the debt and interest payments which 
are a recurring fixed charge will show a downward trend. 
This indicates that while there may not be a material 
saving in one particular year, the fact remains that it 
shows a saving, which if continued yearly, will increase 
operating revenue without any corresponding increase 
in overhead expense. During the year 1922 the sum of 
$662,500. was borrowed, while the past year 1923 the 
loans were authorized to an amount of $451,700. In 
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passing from a financial review of tlie past year, I would 
make file suggestion that every effort he made this year 
to give our citizens a substantial reduction in the tax 
rate for 1924. I am hopeful that this desirable and 
urgent situation may develop and I will do my best to 
bring it about. 

A DEPARTMENT OF COLLECTOR OF TAXES 

If assessors of taxes find opportunity to tax a per- 
son or firm, it would seem the city should be in a position 
to collect on the assessment made. Assessments are 
made upon personal investigation, whereas the collection 
is done possibly through the medium of indifferent effort. 
'While abatement of taxes is made in some instances upon 
justifiable grounds, a tremendous amount is abated 
because they are simply marked “uncollectable.” You 
have noticed within the past few days abatements as 
follows: For the year 1920 the sum of $49,419.71; for 
the year 1921 the sum of $94,867.94. Of the sum of 
$94,867.94 a total of $48,000 was poll tax abatements. It 
is easy to follow the line of least resistance in abatement 
of taxes, especially poll taxes. It is easier to mark a 
poll tax “uncollectable” and abate it, than to make 
strenuous efforts to obtain payment. It is an injustice, 
however, to citizens who pay their poll taxes to- permit 
the other person to avoid payment. In my opinion our 
city has grown too large to continue longer the present 
method of tax collection. We should adopt up-to-date 
methods and establish a separate department of “col- 
lector of taxes,” with a department head directly respon- 
sible for this work. We will save many thousands of 
dollars annually in doing so. The dual responsibility of 
“city treasurer and collector of taxes” should no longer 
be continued. I would recommend that your committee 
on ordinances draft immediately an ordinance establish- 
ing the office of collector of taxes. 
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ISOLATION HOSPITAL 

Early in the summer of last year, I requested the 
Board of Health to conduct an investigation of the con- 
duct and management of the Isolation Hospital, a sub 
department under their control. A report was submitted 
to me which did not indicate much thoroughness in in- 
vestigation. Rather it would seem the Board ( of Health 
was content to simply go through the formality of a visit 
to the hospital one day. No patient was apparently asked 
any questions about food or treatment. In fact, one 
patient attempted to volunteer information, but w;as not 
given an opportunity. All the figures used in the report 
were, it appears, prepared by the hospital staff, and ac- 
cepted without verification. Subsequent investigation 
does not seem to bear out the contention of the Board of 
Health that the investigation was “pursued earnestly 
and impartially’ ’ on their part. 

Not satisfied that a thorough and business-like in- 
vestigation had been made by the Board of Health, I 
directed a local firm of certified public accountants to 
make an exhaustive and impartial investigation. The 
report 'submitted to me justified such action. Let me 
summarize a few important references to the report: 
No card system is in operation for the principle articles 
of food, such as milk, cream, meats, eggs, butter, etc., 
because they were not requisitioned; while minor articles 
such as sputum boxes and paper napkins, etc., are 
entered on a card system. It is passing strange that 
articles that run into the largest amounts are not kept 
track of, although minor ones are. From an examination 
of the report you will undoubtedly conclude there is no 
curtailment in the purchases of the finest table delicacies, 
although from affidavits of patients corned-beef and 
cabbage and stews is the regular hospital fare. If 
patients are not equal to the hospital fare, then they 
suffer for want of proper nourishment. It w)ould seem 
from the report and affidavits filed by patients that regu- 
lation of diet depending upon a patient’s physical con- 
dition is given little if any consideration. 

At the time of investigation of the hospital, there 
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were 37 patients and 32 employees. The employees 
almost equalled the number of patients. I have stated 
that the operation of the hospital is on an extravagant 
basis. This is not altogether due to personal manage- 
ment, but includes general conditions. The State De- 
partment of Public Plealt'h compiled figures as of 1921 
showed per capita cost per day of our Isolation Hospital 
to be $6.21; while the Rutland State Sanitarium is hat 
$2.47; the Haverhill Sanitarium $2.59 and the Lawrence 
Hospital $3.44. The per capita cost of our institution is 
by far the highest in the state. At the time of investiga- 
tion the per capita cost was shown to be $4.79; while the 
Haverhill hospital for the year 1922 was $2.42 or about 
one-half of the cost in Lowell. 

I would recommend that an ordinance be drafted 
making the Isolation Hospital a separate and distinct 
department, with the head of the institution answerable 
to t'he Mayor and city council for its conduct and manage- 
ment. I would suggest that the city council consider the 
feasibility of a change in management with a matron in 
charge and a hospital staff of visiting physicians. I 
would have you consider the advisability of negotiating 
with the county commissioners for the purpose of taking 
over in whole or in part at least the hospital as a county 
institution. Under the provisions of Chapter 111, section 
28 of the General Laws, County Commissioners are re- 
quired before September 1, 1925, to provide such kind of 
hospital care. I do not believe Middlesex County Com- 
missioners have as yet complied with this- law. It would 
seem that some arrangements could he made to lessen 
the present expense to the city. With only an average 
of 37 patients, the hospital appropriation for last year 
amounted to $61,403.21. This is out of all reasonable 
proportion. 

In view of existing circumstances I will make no 
comment as to the competency of the present head of the 
institution. I would prefer that you analyze the report 
of investigation, together with the affidavits from nurses 
and patients and draw your own conclusions. Something 
must he done, and done immediately. The report is here- 
with submitted for your consideration. 
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BOARD OF PUBLIC SERVICE 

The various sub-divisions of the Board of Public 
Service have finished the year in excellent condition. A 
program of constructive work was inaugurated and 
carried through most successfully by the Board of Public 
Service with the energetic co-operation of the City En- 
gineer and his subordinates. The paving program was 
extended four weeks beyond the usual period and sewer 
construction was continued from 6 to 8 weeks longer the 
past year. The departments operated without question 
more efficiently than ever before in their hisotry and a 
tremendous amount of work was accomplished. I am in 
favor of a progressive and extended program of street 
work for this year. 

I will approve the wages of the ash and waste de- 
partment and the employees of the water department 
being brought up to the same standard of other street 
employees. I can see no justifiable reason for any dis- 
tinction being made. It will be necessary to give atten- 
tion this year to the condition of the bridge on Dutton 
Street over the western canal, and Aiken Street bridge 
over Merrimack River. Outside of the present “ White 
Way” the lighting system of the city in my opinion is 
inadequate. This is due, no doubt, to the low candle 
power of the so-called “Arc lights.” I would recom- 
mend that the Board of Public Service confer with the 
Electric Light Corporation to see if the type “B” light 
similar to those in use on First Street Boulevard could 
not be substituted throughout the city instead of the 
present arc lights. I believe, if this is done and the lights 
rearranged, Lowell could be made a well lighted city and 
at no increase in cost of maintenance. 

An unusual feature of street activity this year, which 
should not pass unnoticed, was that the department re- 
cut for the first time in its history all the granite blocks 
used in street paving. This re~ cutting saved in the buy- 
ing of new blocks from $2.00 to $2.50 per yard. On the 
basis of 23,000 yards of block paving laid it effected a 
saving of approximately $50,000, which amount was 
saved for other departmental usages, mainly for labor. 
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This plan of operation should be continued during 
the present year. 

Supplementing the report as presented by the City 
Engineer to the Board of Public Service last year, it 
would seem that the board should take immediate steps 
to consider the situation relative to an extension of wells 
at Boulevard Station. 

The nature of the report it would seem indicates 
that the consideration of our driven well system cannot 
longer be delayed. I wlould, therefore, suggest to the 
Board of Public Service that this matter be given imme- 
diate attention this year. 

An evidence of the emergency of the situation is 
apparent when we consider that more extensions for 
metered water service were installed last year than in 
the past three years combined. 

In 1922 the appropriations for maintenance and 
loans authorized totalled $938,287.15. In 1923 the sum 
total amounted to $940,332.00. 

' w * 

POLICE DEPARTMENT 

The conduct of the police department, under the 
supervision of Superintendent Atkinson, has on the 
whoie been very efficient. The community for the past 
year has been particularly free from serious crime and 
disorder. During the latter part of the year, the perma- 
nent force was increased by 16 new patrolmen. 

I am aware of agitation in the department for an in- 
crease of $1.00 a day in wages. There is perhaps some 
merit in the request but I am not in a position to advise 
definitely at this time. It is my intention to give serious 
consideration to the request and reach an opinion as to 
the justice of an increase in wages in the police depart- 
ment between now and the time of submission of the 
annual budget. To grant the increase in wages asked 
and provide additional appropriation for the pay of 
the new patrolmen will call for a tremendous increased 
appropriation. Snap judgment cannot be exercised in 
reaching a decision in this matter. 

Liquor law enforcement has been fairly active the 
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past year. Yet, I am satisfied that greater activity 
might be shown. I question if too long service on the 
liquor squad tends to increase efficiency. I am inclined 
to believe that some members of the liquor squad have 
outlived their usefulness and should be changed to 
different assignment. I am quite satisfied that we are 
not getting the results which may be secured. Whether 
we like the law or not is immaterial. It is our duty to 
enforce it to the best of our ability, and above all to 
see that it is impartially enforced. It is costing the tax- 
payers about $28,000 a year to maintain the liquor and 
vice squad which is far in excess of any New England 
city, and our citizens are reasonably entitled to more 
satisfactory results. I recognize that the liquor laws 
will always be more or less violated, but I do protest 
against apparent evidence of laxity in enforcement. I 
want to see a liquor squad that will get out and do its 
work vigorously and impartially. Lounging about the 
station house is not the best way to enforce the law. 
No matter how well intentioned some members of the 
present squad may be, they have become too well known, 
and perhaps from long service a little too careless in 
their work. 

January 9th of last year before the Rotary Club I 
publicly declared for a strict and impartial enforcement 
of the liquor laws ; that I would give my best co-operation 
and in no way impede the department in its w^ork. That 
position I have sustained throughout the year, and again 
declare it my policy for the present year. I want the 
liquor laws enforced to the extent at least that insofar 
as the Mayor’s office and that of the Superintendent of 
Police are concerned the public will recognize that a 
straightforward effort at liquor law enforcement is being 
made. 

RESTORATION OF NESMITH FUND 

After years of agitation an agreement was finally 
reached the past year whereby the city restored the 
Nesmith funds of $25,000 and $1,000 respectively. Also 
the Carney medal fund of $200. These funds were re- 
stored from unappropriated surplus for the year, and we 
had unappropriated surplus cash to do it. 
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CHARITY DEPARTMENT 

I am still of the opinion that a separation of the 
Charity Department is advisable from the standpoint of 
increased efficiency. At the Chelmsford Street Hospital, 
I believe, the entire time of a capable superintendent is 
required. Instead he is obliged to journey to City Hall 
daily to supervise out door relief, and mothers’ aid, with 
consequent neglect of detail supervision of the hospital. 
Different training and capacity is required to discharge 
the duties imposed in the various branches of the Charity 
Department. The Out Door Relief and Mothers’ Aid 
Departments have become highly specialized depart- 
ments, and close supervision is required, if the work is 
to be done properly. 

I asked last year that steps be taken to abolish the 
present system of distribution of provisions and fuel to 
the poor ; to dispense with the one horse team which now 
draws up to the door of the needy, with the. entire 
neighborhood looking on, and the same articles of pro- 
visions given out with no variety or the particular needs 
of the family being considered. The substitution of or- 
ders of a certain cash value on stores would seem a more 
humane and up-to-date method to adopt. May I ask 
again that these recommendations be given immediate 
attention by the council. 

SCHOOLS 

The appropriation for schools in 1923 amounted to 
$1,291,956.38. An interesting fact has occurred in the 
history of school finance ; the department finished the 
year wiith a credit balance of $629.96. It is surely an 
event worthy of honorable mention. There lias been no 
extravagant advances in salaries the past year, and I 
cannot see any valid reason for substantial increases in 
salaries the present year. Based upon the law of per- 
centage /the department has in the past fared quite 
generously in comparison with many other departments 
of the city. I feel that a halt is in order at the present 
time in the matter of a general increase of salaries in 
this department. 
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As Mayor, I have been Chairman of the School 
Committee, and have tried to perform the duties of the 
position impartially and fairly. Differences of opinion 
have arisen relative to the conduct of the department, 
and methods of operation. I will continue the course I 
have adopted the past year and approve only of those 
matters which are based upon merit, and which tend to 
promote the welfare of pur schools along lines of 
efficiency and impartial service. The schools are main- 
tained for the education of the youth of the city, and not 
to exploit from a political or personal viewpoint. 


CONCLUSION 

We have learned much about, the administration of 
city affairs the past year. Let us resolve today to make 
that knowledge count effectively in capable discharge of 
public duty this present year. There is no merit in pub- 
lic service unless it is rendered from an unselfish stand- 
point. We will undoubtedly disappoint here and there, 
if we are guided by sincere motives in discharging our 
civic responsibilities. We must approach our work with 
firmness and just decision, recognizing always that we 
are simply public servants entrusted temporarily with 
the civic affairs of our city. No individual is bigger than 
the community; and it is community interests we must 
protect. 

Let me assure the members of the city council that 
the Mayor's office is every ready to assist in the pro- 
motion of matters having for their object the advance- 
ment and progress of our city. Let us do our best to 
make of Lowell a well governed city for the year 1924.

The total amount expended in 1923 was $1,299,968; the 
amount for the year 1922 was $1,202,216.96. The increase for 
the year was $97,751.04. 

The large items of increase during the year are as fol- 
lows : Supervision, including clerks and attendance officers, 
$1,992.51; high school salaries, $29,422.67; junior high and 
grammar school salaries, $22,575.15; primary and mixed school 
salaries, $9,127.72; kindergarten salaries, $3,812.30; special 
teachers, $9,281.12; vocational school, $7,828.56; janitors, 
$24,252.88. (The item of bills showed a decrease of $2,843.17. 
The item of evening schools also showed a decrease of 
$2,930.50).

The entering age for children in the kindergarten schools 
is four years and three months, and for children in the 
primary schools five years and six months, these ages to be 
as of the opening day of school. 

The law prescribes that every child between the ages of 
seven and fourteen years shall attend school during the en- 
tire time the public schools are in session. The law further 
prescribes that every illiterate minor, a minor who has not 
completed the sixth grade being classified as illiterate, who is 
over sixteen years of age must attend evening school during 
the entire time that the school is in session. If a child is not 
employed in useful occupation he must attend school until he 
is sixteen years of age, regardless of the grade he may have 
reached in the schools. Every employed child who is less 
than sixteen years of age must attend continuation school for 
a period of at least four hours a week. 

The attendance officers do much to secure the attendance 
of children at school but, notwithstanding their efforts, there 
are many children in Lowell who are not sent to school with 
the regularity which the laws contemplate. 


SCHOOL HOUSES 

We have at the present time seventeen buildings with 
four rooms each, five buildings with two rooms each and two 
buildings with one room each, giving a total of eighty rooms 
in twenty-four scattered buildings. 

From the School Report of 1912 the following is quoted : 
— “On the score of economy alone, taking into consideration 
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the care and heating of the buildings and fixed or overhead 
charges generally, this plan of housing children, which has 
grown up during a long term of years and without a far- 
seeing or comprehensive scheme, is wasteful. 

“On the score of efficiency and the administration of the 
school department in such a way as to get the best possible 
results from the money expended, such scattering of children 
at so many points throughout the city has practically nothing 
to recommend it. 

“If we had fewer and better and larger buildings, build- 
ings, let us say, which would in almost every case accommo- 
date five or six hundred pupils, supervision could be more 
regular and thorough, the grading of pupils could be adapted 
better to their needs, the problem of the backward child and 
the progressive one also could be treated better,, and special 
classes, which we need greatly today, could be arranged and 
carried on. 

“Lowell is, all things considered, a very compact city, and 
the distances within the different sections and even from orie 
section to another are comparatively short; and there is no ^ 
apparent need of so many small school buildings even if it, 
were economical to continue to use them ; much less, then; 
should such a state of affairs be allowed to continue, since 
economy, efficiency and progressive school administration all 
argue against it. 

“Careful, comprehensive study of the school population, 
present school districts,- and the conditions which are likely 
to prevail during the next ten or twenty years would lead 
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to the adoption of a large and coherent plan for the proper 
housing of the school children of Lowell ; and such a plan 
would be in reality a saving and economical one for the city.” 

During more recent years several attempts have been 
made, on the recommendation of the Superintendent, to se- 
cure a survey of the housing situation, with the assistance of 
outside and disinterested agencies, but nothing has come from 
them. 

It would seem to be the part of wisdom to endeavor 
to learn as thoroughly as possible what the real housing needs 
of the School Department will be for the next ten years and 
to enter upon some plan which will meet those needs. 

The city has expended within the last few years nearly 
two million dollars for the new High School, and one million 
dollars for the Memorial Auditorium ; valuable additions have 
been made to the Bartlett and Morey schools. There are 
many enterprises which are necessary and of great public ad- 
vantage for which the city must provide money and so it 
would seem all the more to be the imperative duty of some- 
one to decide in what manner school house extension can be 
effected economically and so as to meet actual needs. 

At the present time in the very extensive and populous 
Highland district there is not a single unoccupied, room ; the 
same thing may be said of the big Bartlett-Green district and 
of the Varnum-Greenhalge district. 

Portable schools have been used very successfully to re- 
lieve conditions at a number of points. The portable school 
is well worth considering for crowded conditions or as a 
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temporary measure until plans can be developed for more 
permanent and extensive buildings. And it is to be remem- 
bered also that seven or eight portable one room buildings' 
can be put into commission for the cost of one room in the 
modern building, according to the figures which have been 
discussed in this department. 

Whoever examines carefully the present housing condi- 
tions in Lowell must be convinced that the city will be called 
upon to spend reasonable sums of money at a number of 
points rather than a large sum at any one point.

HIGH SCHOOL 

The High School graduated a class of 389 in June and 
there was an entering class of 738 in the September previous. 
Of this class 386 were from the public schools, 230 from pri- 
vate schools, 84 from towns which have certificate privileges, 
9 entered by examination and 29 came from out-of-town 
schools. Of the entering class- 131 entered with advanced 
standing. 

Ninety-one per cent, of those certified by the grammar 
school actually entered the High School ; the average age of 
the entering class was 15 years, 2 months.

HISTORY 

Viola Margaret Murphy, Class of 1924 


The first full year of occupancy of the new building by 
the High School proved the wisdom of those who planned 
and directed its construction. With a comprehension of the 
changes that have taken place in Lowell in the past few 
decades school authorities asked for and the city gave a phy- 
sical plant that in New England, at least, has few superiors. 
And none too soon, for as never before demands are being 
made upon the high school, as its responsibility and value to 
the community are being recognized. 

There has been a marked increase in the demands upon 
the high school during the past twenty-five years. Reports of 
the United States Bureau of Education show for the school 
year 1899-90 one pupil in the high school for every 121 of 
the total population; for 1909-10, one high school pupil for 
every 89 of the population; for 1914-15 one to every 73; while 
in 1923 there was in the Lowell High School one pupil to 
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every 50 people in the city. While a “high school training for 
all children” may be a long way in the future, it is evidently 
a goal that Lowell is holding in view. 

An excellent result of the new and adequate building and 
equipment is a stronger holding power when other influences 
tend to divert pupils from their schooling. Not long ago the 
Federal Bureau of Education stated that of those who enter 
the four-year high school fewer than one-third are graduated. 
During the connection of the Class of 1923 with the High 
School 642 individuals were enrolled. Of these 368 received 
three, four, or five-year diplomas — between one-half and 
three-fifths of all that were ever connected with the class. 
This is a creditable showing that will in the future undoubt- 
edly be surpassed. 

For many boys and girls the high school gives the cul- 
mination of formal education. In the early days it was selec- 
tive and aristocratic; now it is organized to meet democratic 
and economic needs. To a certain extent it may be voca- 
tional in its trend, but it must not be unmindful of the neces- 
sity for liberal culture as well. The high school is not pri- 
marily a vocational school. However satisfactory it may be 
for young people to step directly from the high school into 
earning positions, it is essential for their own happiness and 
for the welfare of the community that they shall acquire with 
their vocational training an amount of liberal culture to de- 
velop their judgment and understanding, enlarge their vision 
and insight, broaden their sympathies, stimulate their ambi- 
tions, and 4 make them useful members of society. The future 
of the nation depends upon the ideals which are held up be- 
fore its youth by its high schools. 

Fine buildings alone do not make fine schools. They must 
be matched with fine human equipment. Well educated, well 
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trained teachers, of liberal culture, with sympathetic insight 
into boy and girl nature and desire to,be of service to boys 
and girls and to the community in which they live will in- 
spire pupils with worthy aims and motives and makfe any 
school a fine school. How important it is, then, and I how 
serious the responsibility resting upon those fin authority to 
make and keep the teaching forces of our high schools ■bodies 
of men and women of culture and refinement, of highest chai* L 
acter, and of established reputation in the communities ■ ih 
which they serve ! -t 


MEDICAL AND DENTAL SUPERVISION 

By the terms of the charter which went into, efifect in 
January, 1922, medical and health supervision in the schools, 
which had been for many years under the control of the school 
department, was placed in the hands of the Board,. of Health. 

The Board of Health elected Dr. Francis A. Finnegah 
Director of Medical Inspection and Hygiene for all the 
schools, both public and private, and placed under his direc- 
tion the physicians and nurses who had been in charge of 
the public and private schools. • ■ 1 ' ’

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VOCATIONAL SCHOOL 

The thirteenth year of the school opened with an enroll- 
ment of two hundred boys and one hundred and seven girls. 
The only requirement for admission to the day classes of the 
Vocational School as far as age is concerned is that a pupil 
must be not less than fourteen and not more than twenty-five 
years of age. 

All pupils must be residents of the state; for pupils who 
do not reside in Lowell there is a tuition charge of $200.00 
for boys and $190.00 for girls, payable by the city or town 
of the non-resident pupil, regardless of his place of residence. 

The work is so arranged that a boy may enter at any 
time and advance as rapidly as his industry and ability will 
allow. 

The school offers preliminary training for boys as car- 
penters, electricians, cabinet-makers, machinists, and automo- 
bile repairers. 

The boys are trained mostly on productive work in all 
departments and the work is of such a practical nature that 
they fit naturally into the industry in advanced apprentice- 
ship standing. 

All the courses are planned for three years, seven hours 
a day, five days a week. 

The courses are divided into three phases consisting of 
about one year's work in each. Upon the satisfactory com- 
pletion of any phase a certificate is given. 

If a boy gets three certificates and works at the trade for 
which the school has trained him, he is entitled to a diploma. 
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The courses have been run on a weekly schedule as fol- 
lows : Shop Science, one-half day; Academics, one day; Me- 
chanical Drawing, one-half day ; Physical Exercise, two hours, 
the time taken as far as possible from the time alloted to 
related work; the remaining two and one-half days are 
spent on practical work in the shops. 

As the school was filled to capacity the use of two ad- 
ditional rooms at the Worthen Street school had to be con- 
tinued. 

The equipment is as follows: 

Machine Shop: — 

5 milling machines, 1 universal, 3 shapers, 3 drills, 2 planers, 2 
power saws, 1 grinder, 25 engine lathes, 2 speed lathes, and other small 
tools and accessories.

Millinery is taken up in 
season during the second year. 

Physical exercises, under direction, is. an attraction of the 
junior and senior years. ,

GIRLS’ LUNCH DEPARTMENT 

' In February, 1916; the girls’ school opened the dining room 
at the State Normal School and since then has served dinners 
and luncheons to the faculty and students of the school. This 
gives a valuable training in preparing food in large quantities and 
also in serving; the practice proved to be so valuable it seemed 
wise to make it a permanent part of the curriculum. * 

The school sent out a class of 30 graduates on June '23, 1923. 

Home project work is a feature of the Vocational School 
Programme. By assignment the girls carry 1 out at home many

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projects as a result of the instruction received in school. Much 
of the home project work is supervised. In this way the school 
assures itself that its instruction is functioning. Both the school 
and home have found the teachers’ visits helpful. 

The State Board of Education exercises a considerable con- 
trol over the school, as the state has agreed to pay one-half of the' 
maintenance expense of the school. In order to secure reimburse- 
ment from the state, the courses of study, equipment, buildings 
and the work of the teachers must be approved by the agents of 
the State Board of Education. 


EVENING VOCATIONAL SCHOOL FOR MEN 


These courses are trade extension and are open only to men 
employed in that line of work during the day and who are sixteen 
years of age or over. 


The school opens early in October and each class meets two 
evenings a week, two hours an evening, for twenty weeks.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF PRIMARY GRADES, 
KINDERGARTENS AND SCHOOL GARDENS 

The opening of the Sycamore Street Kindergarten last Sep- 
tember places Lowell the fifth city in the State in the number of 
kindergarten children enrolled. 

No longer is the kindergarten an organization by itself, it is 
now a unit in our school system. 

Kindergarten training of teachers includes training in primary 
methods. Our kindergarten teachers assist in primary schools 
two afternoons a week. 

Modern educational psychology has brought many changes 
in material and method of both primary and kindergarten work. 

The kindergarten teacher aims to give the child the kind 
of education which the teacher of the first grade finds most 
useful. 

In the kindergarten the teacher appeals chiefly through the 
play instinct, but attention, concentration and memory must be 
trained and the first grade teacher gives to the play spirit a shade 
more of the aspect of work. 

In Lowell, through games and stories, the kindergarten chil- 
dren are trained to recognize and give the initial and final sounds 
in words, and to combine them into phonetic elements. Thus a 
foundation is laid for true phonetic work and reading in the 
first grade. 

Primary:— By transferring pupils and opening new rooms, 
the members in the different primary schools have been equalized. 

The Grand, Howard Street and Franklin schools were re- 
lieved by the opening of a third grade in the Lincoln School. 
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The opening of three rooms on the third floor of the Morrill 
School helped to relieve overcrowded conditions jn the Morrill 
and Worthen Street Schools. More extended and better accom- 
modations are needed in these schools. 

The Cabot, Dover, Tenth, West Sixth and Sycamore Street 
Schools will also require additional accommodations next year. 

Reading: — Excellent work in reading is being done in 
primary schools. We are supplied with the latest and best books. 
Only those who are privileged to see how all children, even those 
in the first grade, enjoy a new book and read, because they love 
to read, can appreciate the wisdom of giving to our young people 
the very best literature for reading material. 

. Patriotism : — The love of country and flag is implanted in 
the minds of pupils from the first day they enter the kinder- 
garten or first grade. To help foster this spirit of patriotism we 
are indebted to two women’s patriotic organizations. The James 
A. Garfield Women’s Relief Corps, No. 33, presented a silk flag 
to the Agawam Street primary and kindergarten. The Cabot, 
Central, Charles and Pond Street Schools, also the Eliot, Col- 
burn primary, Morrill, Lakeview Avenue, Pawtucket primary 
and the Laura Lee kindergarten were presented beautiful silk 
flags by the Benjamin F. Butler Women’s Relief Corps, No. 75. 

Appropriate exercises were held in all of these schools when 
the flags were presented. 

Drawing, music, physical training and writing are carefully 
taught by the grade teacher under the direction of the special 
supervisors in these subjects. 

It is gratifying to find that there is such a splendid spirit of 
co-operation between teachers and supervisors in co-ordinating 
the work and material of the different grades, 
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SCHOOL AND HOME GARDENS 

Again our Congressman, Honorable John Jacob Rogers, has 
shown his interest in the school garden work in Lowell by se- 
curing a generous supply of government seeds for all children 
who wished to plant seeds and care for home gardens. 

Five thousand packages of seeds were distributed through 
the School Department. 

Instructions for planting and caring for a garden were giv- 
en in the different schools. No summer supervision was pro- 
vided for save that by the school garden officers, no prizes 
were offered. 

In September an exhibition of flowers, fruits and vege- 
tables was held in Liberty Hall under the auspices of the Mid- 
dlesex North Agricultural Society. The object was two-fold, ed- 
ucational, and charitable, all exhibits were donated to different 
charitable institutions and hospitals in the city. 

The schools were asked to co-operate and children were 
asked to contribute from their home gardens. 

Although at short notice there was a most generous response 
and parents offered to assist by giving from their gardens also, 
but a great deal had been grown by the children in their own 
gardens. 

Many exhibits bore cards on which were written “Grown 
from Government Seeds.” 

There were baskets and bouquets of flowers from home 
gardens and school gardens.

There were exhibits by grades, each child in the room bring- 
ing a vegetable, fruit or flower, all artistically arranged by teach- 
ers and children in baskets. Every grade in the city was repre- 
sented and nearly every school. 

The interest and co-operation of parents, teachers and chil- 
dren made possible a very beautiful display of garden products 
and proved the value of school and home garden work, and also 
that the spirit of doing and giving was being nurtured and de- 
veloped in Lowell schools. 

In closing I quote from a prominent educator, “In so far 
as I have learned anything from experiments on young children, 
they show that first, parents, and second, that early grade teach- 
ers equally, must share the responsibility of making or marring 
the emotional life of the average child. We can only gradually 
educate the general run of parents, but we can more rapidly im- 
prove matters by making the early grade teacher the most desir- 
able and best paid one in our schools. 

“When this has been done, we must next secure exceptional 
teachers for these grades.”

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REPORT ON PHYSICAL EDUCATION 

In keeping with the Junior High School growth, instructors 
in physical departments are taking the ninth grade classes twice 
a week. 

The Freshmen in High School having their own instructors 
and the purpose being to give the last year Junior High School 
pupils the same work as Freshmen, the instructors of the depart- 
ment handle these classes for their full periods. The Morey and 
Bartlett schools have grown so that they need full time instruc- 
tors. Miss Horner and Messrs. Dully and Roane covering these 
schools. Miss Shay, Messrs. Sullivan and O’Brien instruct in the 
Varnum and Butler schools, although, as yet, full time is not 
necessary here. 

The boys of the Junior High School lose one year of High 
School athletics and in order to overcome this and also to give 
the High School Coach material that is well grounded in the fun- 
damentals of this sport, football was tried out in the Junior High 
Schools. Through the kindness of the Alumni Field authorities, 
who so willingly loaned us r Alumni Field, the games were con- 
ducted there. It seems from this trial that, if provisions are not 
made for the equipment of these boys, football cannot take 
its place on our athletic schedule. The championship was won 
by the Morey School. 

Basketball again proved a big drawing card. The games 
were played in the Boys’ Gymnasium of the High School. Peter 
Georges and Timothy O’Sullivan refereed all games. Great in- 
terest is taken in this sport and at practically every game spec- 
tators filled the hall to overflowing. The use of knockdown 
bleachers would greatly facilitate the managing of basketball. The 
Bartlett school continues as champions in this sport. 

Track, also, created great interest. This year a new method 
of running the track meet was given trial and the results justify 
its continuance. Heretofore all events were run off in one day. 
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The new plan provided a day for trials for Junior class, a day 
for trials for Senior class, and the semi-finals and finals were 
run off for both classes on another day. Because of the smaller 
number of athletes to control this plan was successful. The 
Junior division was won by the Morey School and the Senior 
division by the Butler School. 

Baseball of the season of 1923 was exceptionally successful. 
Two divisions were formed and the Bartlett and Edson Schools 
each won in their group. They met for the City championship 
on the Textile School grounds before a group of over 1000 in- 
terested spectators. The result being that the championship is 
still held by the Edson School where it has rested for several 
years back. 

The facilities with which the department has to work are not 
as they should be in the Junior High schools. The Varnum 
School, particularly, is handicapped greatly. This school has 
neither a hall or gymnasium where pupils can be given exercises 
and gymnastics they should have, nor a playground where they 
can develop their athletic talent. The Butler School has no hall 
or gymnasium where physical work can be given its proper em- 
phasis. They fare better than the Varnum for playground fa- 
cilities. In the hall of the Morey School boys and girls classes 
are held at the same time. A partition separates the groups, but 
concentration on specific work is difficult. A stage in this hall 
is dangerous, thereby cutting down their range of physical ac- 
tivities. 

In the High School, the Freshman boys have had their 
varsity baseball, football, and basketball teams. Also for mass 
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games there were this year 32 teams formed in a basketball 
league. The boys making up these teams did so voluntarily 
which speaks well for their interest in this winter sport. 

Athletics for girls have not gained much headwayw How- 
ever it is the intention of the department to experiment with 
Field Hockey in the Junior High Schools.

REPORT OF MAJOR WALTER R. JEYES 
Director of Fire and Accident Prevention 

During the year seventeen schools which did not have proper 
fire gongs have been provided with them and stations have been 
provided on the different floors for ringing in the gongs. 

Fire drills have been made uniform in all the schools and 
good work is being done along this line. I am satisfied that if a 
fire should occur during any school session adequate provision 
has been made so that pupils can be marched safely and quietly 
out of the danger. With very few exceptions the schools are in 
excellent condition so far as fire danger is concerned. 

Exposed belts and pulleys in the Boys’ Vocational School 
have been safeguarded and in all the schools the disposal of waste 
matter has been arranged for in a satisfactory manner. Atten- 
tion was given during the winter to the matter of overhanging 
icicles and snowslides from the roofs and entrances of the 
schools with satisfactory results. 

Much useful work was done at my suggestion in providing 
white street lines at many schools where there was great danger 
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from automobiles and trucks. Walking on the railroad tracks by 
pupils on the way to and from school has been practically 
eliminated. 

I have given much time to efforts to eliminate the riding of 
bicycles on the sidewalks, riding on the rear of the trolley cars 
and demanding rides from the drivers of automobiles and other 
vehicles. 

In all the schools the matter of individual safety has been 
brought to the attention of the children steadily and I have had 
the full co-operation of all the teachers; ten thousand A, B, C 
safety cards were printed and distributed throughout the schools 
and there was follow-up work by talks to classes and school 
assemblies. One hundred fifty Safety Posters were placed in the 
schools and in store windows. 

I have given personal direction at schools at the time of dis- 
missal for the purpose of instructing pupils to observe the white 
lines and to report registration numbers of drivers who drive 
through lines of school children. 

I have seen to the filling of all liquid fire extinguishers, some 
of which had been practically useless for a long time. Lumber 
and refuse have been removed from under stairways and the 
neighborhood of exits. Bolts and fixtures on exit doors have 
been repaired. Inflammable stage curtains have been removed, 
icy steps sanded, fire escapes, school attics and basements, the 
electric wiring and fuse boxes have been inspected; in a word 
attention has been given to anything and everything which might 
by any possibility be considered an element of danger in the 
schools. 
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CONTINUATION SCHOOL 

The Lowell Continuation School was established in ac- 
cordance with the state law in September, 1920. 

Experience in administrating Continuation Schools has fur- 
nished considerable material wherewith to test the theories ap- 
plied in the establishment of the school. 

The functions this school has intended to perform for the 
group of minors designated by the law are — (1) To give a so- 
called general improvement education; (2) To furnish through 
shop experiences and class-room exercises, pre-vocational train- 
ing, which is, in effect, vocational guidance; and (3) To give 
some definite training for industry. 

General improvement instruction for pupils in our schools 
has had important effects. Instruction in civics, personal hygiene, 
regular school subjects, and opportunities for recreation have been 
provided in a less formal way than in the regular school. Shop 
work and subjects related to shop work have furnished much val- 
uable experience in fields closely related to vocations. 

The Continuation School has had a good influence on the 
attendance of children in the regular schools and on the tendency 
of those out of employment to return to school. Formerly, many 
children between 14 and 16 were neither in school nor at work. 
Some of them were hunting jobs, but the majority were adrift 
on the streets or idle at home. 

The original plan for the Continuation School emphasized 
follow-up work at the home and the places of employment of the 
pupils. Our experience has justified this policy. The time for 
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follow-up work is when the need is apparent, and so the teachers 
of the Continuation School may be found making visits at the 
homes of their pupils in the evening or on Saturday or Sunday. 

By co-operation of home and employer, secured by follow- 
up work, the pupil comes to realize that regularity and punctual- 
ity are essential to success. The great majority of employers fa- 
vor the Continuation School in Lowell. The attitude of the em- 
ployer is largely determined by the supply of and demand for 
juvenile labor. During a period of depression in business em- 
ployers are often able to secure minors over 16 years of age to 
do work ordinarily performed by boys and girls of 14 to 16 
years. 

The Continuation School in Lowell when established had an 
enrollment of approximately 1100 employed minors between the 
ages of 14 and 16. Since that time, due to business depressions, 
the numbers have varied between 600 and 900 pupils. 

The genuine interest of the employer in the employee is 
shown by the frequent request for information regarding the at- 
tendance of the latter in the school. A number of employers have 
stated that the school has assisted their employees. Many are 
of the opinion that there is less shifting of jobs when pupils at- 
tend Continuation School. So far as possible the hours of at- 
tendance at the school are those most convenient to the employer. 

The size of the class groups gives a good chance for indi- 
vidual work in the classes. Pupils come to a teacher for two 
hours work and then go to another teacher for another two hours. 

Typical Program for a four-hour period pupil : — 

1st hour — Shop mathematics, hygiene and safety. 

2nd hour English, spelling and civics. 

3rd hour Shop. 

4th hour Shop. 

For the 20-hour pupil or those who are temporarily out of em- 
ployment a more varied program is furnished. 
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The problem of securing properly trained teachers for the 
Continuation School is a serious one. For this reason, the teach- 
ing force employed in this department of school work should 
remain intact, although the number of pupils attending this school 
varies from time to time. 

The present minimum period of four hours per week is in 
some particulars a difficult period for business to adjust itself 
to, and this length of time is inadequate either to meet the legiti- 
mate demands of business or to adequately train the pupils who 
come to our school, so it has been recommended, and we strongly 
agree that the amount of time be extended to half time for a 
period of not less than 24 hours in every period of two weeks or 
an equivalent of such time and that the schools be continuously 
in session throughout the year.

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JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOLS 
✓ 

The Butler School was organized on a Junior High School 
basis at the beginning of the school year in September. The 
seventh grade pupils of the Edson and Colburn Schools were 
transferred to the Butler School, and by the beginning of the 
school year 1925 all of the seventh, eighth and ninth grade pupils 
of the Butler, Colburn and Edson schools will have been located 
in the Butler School. 

The Bartlett, Morey and Varnum districts had been organ- 
ized on a Junior High basis already, the Bartlett being in the 
fourth year of its organization, the Morey in the third and the 
Varnum in the second. 

The opening of the Butler school as a Junior High School 
completes the organization for the city with the exception of the 
Moody and Riverside Schools and it is the expectation that some 
modification or extension of the plan will be made so that the 
children of the upper grades in those schools may have the ad- 
vantages of this organization. 

The afternoon session of the Junior High Schools has been 
lengthened one-half hour. 

This organization of the schools is in accordance with the 
plan which was adopted by the School Committee in December, 
1919, and which went into effect in September, 1920. The de- 
velopment has been very gradual and reasonable time has been 
taken for the necessary changes and adjustments. 

As the organization of these Junior High districts is still in 
the development stage it seems wise to print again a portion of the 
report which was submitted by the Superintendent in 1919. 

“What is a junior high school? A junior high school is a 
school which combines the last two grades of the elementary or 
grammar school system and the first or freshman year of the

high school ; according to the best standards it should be main- 
tained in its own properly-equipped building since it is a school 
of distinct character and purpose, but it may be and is maintained 
in buildings which contain other grades or units. But, as a part 
of a 6-3-3 system, and I refer to the 6-3-3 system as it is un- 
derstood by all educators and administrators, a true junior high 
school must present definite features. 

1. It should show a segregation or grouping in one school 
location of the children of the last two grammar school and the 
first high school years of a district of considerable size because 
these children form a rather distinct group as to age and temper- 
ament, and in order that their instruction will be so devised as 
to make an easy transition from elementary to high school 
methods. 

2. Larger numbers of children than the ordinary grammar 
school has in its last two grades should be brought together in 
the junior high school group so that there may be a diffirentia- 
tion or a proper classification of children according to their tastes, 
tendencies, abilities, future courses of study in the high school, 
or occupations at the completion of their school attendance. 

3. The junior high school should offer such a range of sub- 
jects and activities as will serve to discover and test out the 
tastes, abilities and inclinations of boys and girls to a greater 
extent than is now possible in the ordinary type of grammar 
school. 

4. The teaching in all large or important subjects should 
be departmental; that is, the teacher of any subject should be a 
specialist in that subject and should give his time in the school 
almost exclusively to that subject, it being understood, however, 
that each child shall be assigned to a regular or “home-room” 
teacher who will have charge of all his minor subjects and have 
a personal interest in his attendance, conduct and general well- 
being. 
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5. There should be in the junior high school a closer and 
more intimate relation with the high school with regard to super- 
vision, direction and co-operation than generally exists between 
the ordinary grammar school and the high school. 

6. The courses offered in the junior high school should be 
such courses as may or will be continued in the senior high 
school and the method of treating them should be such as will 
harmonize with the continuation of those courses in the high 
school. 

7. The third year of the junior high school unit must do 
fully and thoroughly the work of the first or freshman year of 
the senior high school, so that the boy or girl who completes the 
three years of the junior high school organization will enter high 
school as a member of the second year or sophomore class. 

Any 6-3-3 system or junior high school system which does 
not show the characteristics which have been referred to in 
the preceding seven points is not a 6-3-3 or junior high school 
system. 

By the close of the school year of 1924-1925 the Bartlett 
and Morey districts will be sending the great number of their 
graduates to the High School with sophomore standing and by the 
close of the year 1927 nearly all the graduates who enter the 
High School from the various districts will enter with sophomore 
standing. 

Already the number of pupils in the freshman class of the 
High School is noticeably smaller and when the organization of 
the Junior High groups will have been fully established the fresh- 
man class of the High School will be reduced to very small pro- 
portions. 
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The cutting down of freshman numbers in the High School 
will make available room for larger sophomore, junior and senior 
classes as the school grows in size and thus will virtually en- 
large the capacity of the High School. We believe at the same 
time that the graduates who enter the High School with sopho- 
more standing will have in the main better preparation for their 
High School work than was possible with the extremely large 
freshman class entering for the first time upon High School 
studies. 

Anyone who takes the trouble to examine carefully this plan 
of Junior High organization will reach the conclusion that en- 
larged school accommodations must eventually be provided for 
the Junior High centers. 

It was an important part of the plan of re-organization that 
the elementary school years or grades should be reduced from nine 
to eight ; this reduction in the number of the grades was consid- 
ered wise only on the condition that the entering age for primary 
schools be raised from five years to five years and nine months. 
It is with great difficulty that the entering age has been kept at 
five years and six months and it is not fair to the plan of re- 
organization as a whole to change it in a most important respect 
while it is in progress of development. The changes in curricu- 
lum which we are endeavoring to make require such maturity in 
the children as can be secured only by a raised entering age for 
primary schools. Moreover, practically all public schools and 
many private schools which are on eight-grade basis have a 
primary school entering age of approximately six years. 
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VACATION CLASSES 

The vacation or review classes which were opened for the 
first time in the summer of 1922 were continued during the sum- 
mer of 1923 for a period of six weeks in the Green School, the 
length of the session being two and a half hours. These classes 
were organized for the benefit of pupils of the seventh, eighth 
and ninth grades of the public schools of the city and for pupils 
of private schools who wished to attend them. The work was 
of very simple character and was designed especially for pupils 
who need extra time and who suffer generally from complete 
separation from their books during the long vacation. The av- 
erage attendance at these classes for the entire period was 101. 

During the summer of 1923 review classes for High School 
pupils were opened in the High School for the first time and 
were held for a period of six weeks, the length of session being 
two and a half hours. 

The total expenditure for the tuition for these review classes 
was about fifteen hundred dollars and it is the judgment of all 
who have been in a position to observe the classes that the ex- 
penditure of money for them is fully justified. 

The School Department also maintained classes in sewing 
and cooking for girls and shop work for boys in connection with 
the Summer playground activities of the Park Department, em- 
ploying nine sewing teachers, three cooking teachers and two 
shop work teachers. 
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EVENING AND MILL CLASSES 

Reference to the school directory and the printed roster of 
schools will show a very extensive organization of classes outside 
the regular day schools of the city. 

The evening schools have been for a number of years on a 
strictly professional basis. Owing to the large number of pupils 
who seek instruction in the High School it has been necessary 
to employ a few teachers who are not members of the day school 
corps, but the teachers are in the main regular day school teach- 
ers. The great demand for evening classes in dressmaking, 
millinery and cooking has called into the service many teachers 
who are not employed in the day vocational schools. Evening 
elementary classes, mill classes and Americanization classes are 
taught exclusively by regular day school teachers. 

All vocational, Americanization and mill classes are con- 
ducted as a joint enterprise by the state and the city; the state 
has a supervisory interest in this work and reimburses the city 
to the extent of one-half the maintenance cost of the classes. 

There has been a steady interest in the University Extension 
classes which are provided by the State Department of Educa- 
tion, and the school department has co-operated fully in this im- 
portant educational work. 

There has been for several years in the Green School a class % 
in naturalization which has been in charge of the superintendent 
of schools; the purpose of this class is to furnish instruction in 
civics and history to those who are seeking citizenship and to 
answer the questions which arise in connection with the cases 
of applicants. 
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Evening Practical Arts Classes for Women 

The occupations of the household in which evening instruc- 
tion has been offered are cooking, dressmaking, millinery, em- 
broidery, home nursing and child welfare. 

All types of women have taken advantage of these classes. 
The enrollment includes the busy housewife and mother, the 
young married woman lacking practical home experience, the en- 
gaged girl, the business woman and the non-English speaking 
woman. 

The work is conducted on the plan of the short unit course. 
A short unit course is a series of lessons on one phase of a par- 
ticular subject* — quick breads in cooking; velvet hats in millinery; 
sport skirts in dressmaking, etc. In general the succession of 
units follows the progressive plan. Class members pass from unit 
to unit in a continuous series or drop out at the end of a unit, 
their places being taken by other pupils. This is possible because 
each unit course is an entity — each process step is covered by 
itself without regard to what comes before or after as in a 
consecutive course of study.-. 

The true aim of practical art classes for women should be 
realized perhaps most fully in teaching cooking. The subject is 
taught in such a way as to give actual ability to cook under home 
conditions. 

Unit Courses in First Year Cookery for Year 1923-1924: — 

Breads and Fruits — six lessons; Pastry and Scalloped Dishes — 
six lessons; Cakes and Vegetables — six lessons; Chafing Dish Sup- 
pers — four lessons; Breakfasts — four lessons; Suppers — ten lessons; 
Invalid Cookery — four lessons; Dinners — eight lessons. 

Unit Courses in Second Year Cookery (1923-1924) 

Sunday Night Suppers — twelve lessons; Tea accompaniments and 
Thanksgiving Dinner — five lessons; Breads and Desserts and Christ- 
mas Lunch — five lessons; Company Meals — nine lessons; Picnic 
Lunches — five lessons; Sunday Dinners and Menus for Special Occa- 
sions — twelve lessons. 
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Unit Courses in First Year Dressmaking (1923-1924) 

Simple Dress — twelve lessons; Jacquette — twelve lessons; Tub 
Skirt — ten lessons; Muslin Dress — fourteen lessons. 

Unit Courses in Second Year Dressmaking. 

Remodeling — sixteen lessons; Wool Dress — fifteen lessons; Silk 
Dress — sixteen lessons. 

Unit Courses in Millinery (1923-1924) 

Sport Hat — ten lessons; Velvet Hat — ten lessons; Between-seasons 
hat — eight lessons; Straw Braid Hat — eight lessons; Horsehair Hat — 
ten lessons. 

Unit Courses in Embroidery. 

Embroidery stitches — eight lessons; Christmas Novelties — nine les- 
sons; Colored Embroidrey — twelve lessons; Madeira Work — eleven 
lessons; Initialing — four lessons. 

Course in Home Nursing. 

The Red Cross Standard Course (16 two-hour sessions) is given 
and the Red Cross Certificate is awarded at the successful completion 
of the course. 

r 

The woman who has completed the work of a practical 
art class should be able to continue her work independently. The 
purpose of the work is defeated if the aim is merely production. 

A record of the accomplishment of each pupil is kept on 
unit history cards. 

For the year 1923-1924 the number of women enrolled in 
the Evening Practical Arts classes was 2040, distributed as fol- 
lows : — Cooking, 521; Dressmaking, 745; Millinery, 697; Em- 
broidery, 52; Home Nursing, 45. 

Sixty-eight non-residents attended these classes and Lowell 
received tuition from several of the surrounding towns for their 
attendance. 
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Classes were in session for twenty-six weeks and the per 
cent, of attendance was 91. 

Sixty teachers were engaged in the work of conducting these 
classes. 

The main centre was the High School Annex, but classes 
were also carried on at the Butler, Colburn. Edson, Franklin, 
Green, Greenhalge, Lincoln, Moody, Pawtucket, Riverside, Var- 
1111m, and Washington Schools and at the Girls’ City Club. 

Requests from residents of the Morey and Bartlett School 
districts for vocational classes at those schools were not acted 
upon favorably by the School Committee. 

At the Green School, where Americanization classes were 
conducted with Greek and French girls a special arrangement 
was made whereby these girls attended academic classes two eve- 
nings a week and the vocational classes in dressmaking and cook- 
ing one evening. The content of the vocatioal courses was 
adapted to the needs of the girls. 

The school authorities granted the request of the nurses of 
the health and school departments and a class in cooking was 
opened for them at the Green School. The class met twice a 
week and had ten lessons. The time of meeting was in the late 
afternoon on Wednesday and Friday. 

All instructors of vocational subjects are tradeswomen who 
were prepared for teaching by a course in teacher-training con- 
ducted under the direction of the Massachusetts Department of 
Education. 

All teachers in service are required to do some approved 
professional improvement work each year. The teachers of cook- 
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in g have met the requirement for this year by having taken a 
course given by Miss Bradley and Miss McQuestion of Miss 
Farmer’s Boston School of Cookery. 

Mrs. Florence Amidon of the Women’s Trade and Indus- 
trial Union, Boston, conducted a series of lessons with the teach- 
ers of dressmaking while Miss Grace Donelan of Hickson’s, Bos- 
ton, worked with the teachers of Millinery. 

These Professional Improvement classes were conducted dur- 
ing May and June at the Girls’ Vocational School at the High 
School Annex. 


PROFESSIONAL IMPROVEMENT 

During recent years there has been very marked activity 
on the part of a large number of teachers with respect to courses 
for scholastic and professional improvement. The Department 
of University Extension has co-operated very efficiently and gen- 
erously and one class was conducted by the Superintendent of 
Schools for work in Mathematics for Junior High Schools.

Sections of Ordinances of 
City of Lowell 


The financial year shall begin on the first day of January and end 
on the thirty-first day of the following December, including both days 
and all department books and accounts must be run accordingly. 

All departments and offices of the city government shall keep 
and furnish such records in book form or otherwise as shall be pre- 
scribed by the City Auditor. 

All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the city 
shall be subject to the inspection of the City Auditor. 

All or any city departmental officials, collecting money due the 
city for licenses, fees, fines, services rendered or for material sold, ox* 
for any other purpose, for which no bill was previously rendered, 
shall pay all such collections over to the City Treasurer on or before 
the last day of each month. 

All bills or claims for work performed must be presented to the 
department ordering the same; those for supplies furnished and on 
account of contracts therefor should be presented to the Purchasing 
Agent. 

All bills or claims should be received by the city on or before 
the first day of the month. 

All department receipts for materials and supplies should be 
sent to the -purchasing agent on or before the third day of the 
month, as it is impossible for him to approve bills for payment in 
due course after that date. 

All bills after approval by each commissioner should be listed 
and sent to the Auditor’s Department not later than the eight day 
of each month. 

All bills or other claims, before they are finally certified by the 
City Auditor or paid shall be approved by the Municipal Council. 

All bills approved will be paid on the fifteenth day of each month.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the City of Lowell for the year ending 
December 31, 1923, and submit the following report thereon: 

The financial transactions of the city, as recorded on the hooks 
of the several departments, were checked and compared with the 
books in the auditor’s office. 

The surety bonds furnished by the departmental officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 

The books and accounts in the auditor’s office were examined and 
checked; the records of receipts were checked with the treasurer’s 
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books and with the records in the several departments collecting 
money for the city. The reported disbursements were checked with 
the treasury warrants authorizing the payment of money and with 
the treasurer’s cash book. 

The appropriation accounts were examined and all appropriations, 
transfers and loan orders were checked with the records of the City 
Council. 

The accounts receivable ledger, in which is entered the detail 
of the departmental, accounts receivable, was examined and checked 
with the bills made out by the several departments and with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer. 

The records of debt issued were examined and the loans were 
found to be properly authorized. The reported payments on account 
of debt and interest were compared with the amounts falling due, and 
the outstanding debt was listed from the debt record and proved 
with the auditor’s ledger. 

The ledger accounts were .examined and checked, a trial balance 
was taken off proving the ledger to be in balance, and a balance sheet, 
showing the financial condition of the city as of December 31, 1923, 
was prepared and is appended to this report. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer and collector were ex- 
amined and checked. 

The reported receipts as recorded on the cash book were checked 
with the reports to the auditor and with the departmental records, 
and the payments by the treasurer were compared with the warrants 
authorizing them and with the auditor's books. 

The cash on hand was verified by an actual count and the bank 
balances were reconciled with the statements furnished by the banks. 

The commitments of taxes, assessments and departmental charges 
were proved and checked to the warrants, and the receipts were 
checked with the payments to the treasurer and with the auditor’s 
books. 

The abatements were checked with the departmental reports of 
abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
proved to the accounts in the auditor’s books. A further verification 
of the outstanding accounts was made by mailing notices to a number 
of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
city. Several replies were received claiming that the taxes in question 
had been paid or were not owed; upon investigation it was found that 
in three cases there were duplicate assessments, one of which in each 
case will be abated; in several cases there had been a change of 
ownership of property and the taxes were in dispute; while in other 
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canes the taxes were still due but disputed for various reasons. I am 
therefore satisfied that the outstanding accounts as now listed are 
correct. 

There are small balances on an old tax levy and a street sprink- 
ling assessment, which should be closed as soon as possible; if these 
accounts are found to be uncollectible, they should be abated. We 
would again call attention to the necessity of taking some action 
to collect all the accounts tsdiich are collectible and to abate all 
those uncollectible, which would reduce materially the outstanding 
accounts; and also that the balance of the 1919 excise tax should be 
referred to the assessors for their attention. 

The receipts of the city clerk’s department for licenses and per- 
mits were checked in detail with the records of licenses and permits 
issued, and the fees for recording w T ere verified by the records in 
the several books. 

The hunting and fishing licenses and the dog licenses issued 
were examined, and the payments to the state and the county were 
verified by the receipts on file. 

The receipts of the license commissioners were examined and 
checked. The records of licenses issued were checked with the copies 
of licenses on file, and the payments to the treasurer were compared 
with the treasurer’s and the auditor’s books. A balance of $3.00 on 
hand at the close of the year will be paid the treasurer with the 
receipts for 1924. 

The record of receipts of the library department were examined 
and checked, the payments to the treasurer being compared with the 
treasurer’s and the auditor’s books. 

The following is a summary of the accounts:

The receipts of the vocational school kitchen were examined 
and checked, it being found that, in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions made in the last audit report, they have been paid to the treas-

urer; these receipts were verified by the treasurer’s and the auditor’s 
books. At the end of the year there was $93.47 cash on hand, this 
amount being paid to the treasurer in January, 1924. 

- The financial records of the water department were examined, 
the bills sent out, the abatements and the discounts being checked 
and the outstanding accounts listed and proved with the auditor’s 
books. The reported collections were checked with the collector’s 
and the auditor’s books. 

The overdrawn balance of the water department was not mat- 
erially reduced last year. This account should be closed, either by 
an appropriation from this year’s water revenue or by a special ap- 
propriation. 

The records of cash received at the cemetery office during the 
year were checked, and the payments to the treasurer were compared 
with the treasurer’s and the auditor’s books. 

The commitments of accounts receivable to the collector, the 
collections and the abatements were checked, and the outstanding 
accounts in the collector’s office were listed and proved, being then 
reconciled with the records in the cemetery office. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, the 
accounts of all other departments receiving money were examined 
and checked to the treasurer’s and the auditor’s books. 

The investments of the sinking and trust funds were examined, 
and listed, the additional cemetery perpetual care funds were verified, 
and the income was proved, all of which was found to be correct; but 
I wish to recommend that, in the future, the income of the trust funds 
be entered on the auditor’s books, so as to complete his records. 

The charity department made some progress in billing the charges 
in cases where aid had been rendered to persons having a settlement 
outside of Lowell, but the amount accomplished was much less than 
what was expected; the superintendent should see that this work con- 
tinues without any interruption until it is completed. 

There was a noticeable improvement in the financial policy of the 
city during the past year in that the departments planned and carried 
on their work within the appropriations granted them; the former 
practice of some departments of either having overdrawn appropria- 
tions at the close of tlie year or of carrying some bills forward to be 
paid from the revenue of the next year was practically discontinued. 

The revenue of 1923, in addition to providing for the ordinary ex- 
penditures of the city, was sufficient for the appropriations which 
were made during the year to restore the trust funds used by the city, 
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together with the accrued interest on them since 1918, and at the 
close of the year a substantial amount was transferred to the Sur- 
plus Account. 

The balance sheet shows the city to be in a good financial con- 
dition, and part of the surplus is available for the assessors to use 
in reducing the amount to be raised by taxes for the current year in 
accordance with the order passed by the Council. I would, however, 
recommend that a sum equal to the outstanding departmental bills 
and the tax titles held by the city be set up as a reserve, as the sur- 
plus represented by the outstanding accounts receivable (against 
which no borrowings can be made) is not available for appropriation 
until the accounts receivable are reduced to cash. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, assessment and depart- 
mental accounts receivable, together with tables of the sinking and 
trust funds. 

For the hearty co-operation and courtesy extended by every de- 
partmental official I wish, on behalf of my assistants and myself, to 
express my appreciation.

To the Honorable Mayor and Members of the Municipal 
Council, City of Lowell 


Gentlemen : — 

The forty-sixth annual report of the Board of Health 
is respectfully submitted. 

The members of. the Board of Health consisting of 
Dr. Pierre Brunelle, Fisher H. Pearson and Dr. Francis 
R. Mahony organized on March 5, 1923, and elected Dr. 
Francis R. Mahony as chairman, he having been duly 
nominated by the Mayor and elected by the Municipal 
Council for three years. 

Forty-nine meetings were held during the year. 

During the year 1923 there w,ere recorded 1681 
deaths from all causes, compared with 1534 deaths in 
1922, an increase of 147 deaths. 

The death rate for the year based on a population 
of 112,759 was 14.90 per thousand, compared with 13.02 
per thousand in 1922. The figures include the deaths of 
non-residents but exclude stillbirths.

Several factors may be assigned for this increase in 
the death rate for 1923. First — the severity of the win- 
ter; second — a severe outbreak of Measles during the 
winter months and early spring; and third — the scarcity 
of coal, brought about by the economic disputes between 
employer and employes at the several mines. 

It is notable that of the 1681 deaths, 736 or 47.3 per 
cent died in the first four months of the year, and of the 
149 deaths of children from 1 to 5 years, there were 81 
or 54.3 per cent died during the same period. The com- 
parative figures for the deaths under one year show that 
of the 312 deaths for 1923, 134 or 42. 9 per cent died dur- 
ing the first four months. 

Many appeals were made to the Board of Health 
duriiig this period of distress by families suffering 
through illness, and in every case, the influence of the 
department was instrumental in obtaining necessary re- 
lief. 


INFANT MORTALITY 

There were 312 deaths of infants under one year 
during 1923, compared with 288 in 1922. This is an in- 
crease of 24 deaths over last year’s total, brought about 
by the abnormal conditions the first of the year. 

DIPHTHERIA 

The morbidity rate for the disease was considerably 
reduced during the year. There were 120 cases and 14 
deaths during 1923, compared With 213 cases and 16 
deaths in 1922. It may be that the introduction of the 
Schick test to determine susceptibility to this disease, 
and the introduction of toxin-antitoxin as a means of es- 
tablishing immunity may have something to do with re- 
ducing the morbidity rate, but does not reduce the case 
fatality rate which was 11.6 per cent. 
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SCARLET FEVER 

There were 227 cases of Scarlet Fever reported in 
1923 with four deaths, compared with 130 cases reported 
and 1 death in 1922. 

TYPHOID FEVER 

There were 10 cases of Typhoid Fever during the 
year with 3 deaths, compared with 11 cases and 3 deaths 
in 1922. 


MEASLES 

There was a marked outbreak of measles, showing a 
high morbidity rate, during the first five months of 1923. 
1324 cases and 12 deaths were recorded for the year. A 
previous outbreak of this disease in 1920 showed 1376 
cases and 26 deaths. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

192 cases of Tuberculosis (all forms) were reported 
during the year and there were 100 deaths compared 
with the 1922 figures in which there were 214 cases and 
102 deaths. 'This shows a slight decrease. 

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 

36 cases of infantile paralysis were reported during 
1923 with 5 deaths. 

During 1923, there were 6122 loads of garbage col- 
lected, compared with 5358 loads in 1922. The collection 
and disposal of this waste is still a serious problem. The 
number of loads increases each year, and it is found more 
difficult to dispose of it. 

Should the conditions of 1923 continue, the Board 
of Health will be obliged to request the Municipal Coun- 
cil to provide sufficient funds to establish a crematory 
for the destruction of this waste. 
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For over thirty years, the department has done its 
work with a very small office force, in spite of the steady 
increase each year, in the keeping of records and the com- 
pilation of statistics of the several subdivisions. Within 
a few weeks the Census Bureau of the Department of 
Commerce has requested all cities within the registration 
area to compile additional statistics for the year 1924 
and, as our city is in this list, the Board have voted to 
comply with the request. 

Therefore it is recommended that provision be made 
for an additional clerk. 

The Board of Health desires to express their appre- 
ciation of the support given by all city departments. 

Acknowledgement is also made of the helpfulness 
rendered by the Lowell Tuberculosis Council, Lowell 
Guild, and all social organizations.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
LOWELL ISOLATION HOSPITAL FOR THE 
YEAR 1923 


To the Board of Health, of the City of Lowell 


Gentlemen : — 


I have the honor of submitting to you the third an- 
nual report of the Lowell Isolation Hospital for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1923. 

On Jan. 1st, 1923 there were in the hospital 36 tuber- 
cular patients and 5 contagious patients, a total of 41. 
There have been admitted 34 males and 34 females in the 
tubercular ward and 67 patients in the contagious ward. 
These figures show that we have treated 104 tubercular 
cases and 72 contagious cases. On Dec. 31, 1923 there 
were 38 patients in the hospital ; 19 males and 16 females 
in the tubercular ward and 1 case of infantile paralysis, 
1 of scarlet fever and 1 of erysipelas in the contagious 
ward. 


The lowest number of patients during the year was 
33 and the highest number of patients was 52. The daily 
average in the tubercular ward was 35.2 and the daily 
average in the contagion ward was 4.4 a daily average 
in both departments 39.6, or 6.5 less than last year. The 
total number of hospital days was 14468 for the year. 

'There were 69 patients discharged from the tuber- 
cular ward; 1 quiescent, 5 apparently arrested, 21 im- 
proved, 18 unimproved and 24 died. The average dura- 
tion of residence in the hospital was 123.5 days. 
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The contagious ward has been open every day but 
one during the entire year and 67 cases have been ad- 
mitted during the year; 15 cases of diphtheria 6 of ery- 
sipelas, 24 of scarlet fever, 10 of measles, 8 of infantile, 
2 of whooping cough, 1 of spinal meningitis, and 1 of tu- 
bercular meningitis. Of these^ 57 were discharged entire- 
ly recovered. Two measles cases died, one within the 
first 24 hours ; 2 diphtheria cases died, one a few hours 
after entrance; 1 scarlet fever case died; 1 spinal men- 
ingtitis case died within the first 24 hours; 1 infantile 
case died ; and 1 tubercular meningitis case died. Three 
patients were still in the contagious ward Jan. 1, 1924. 

The total expenditures for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1923 were $61,038.93. These expenditures were divided 
as follows : $43,745.32 for the tubercular ward and $17, 
293.61 for the contagious ward. 

The per capita cost of the tubercular ward for the 
year 1923 was $23.80 per week and the per capita cost of 
the entire hospital was $29.54 per week. 

The per capita case has been somewhat higher than 
that of the previous year. This is accounted for by two 
facts. In the first place, the daily average of patients 
has been somewhat lower than for the year 1922; and 
secondly, it has been necessary to spend considerably 
more for coal. The fact must be borne in mind that a 
very large part of the expenses for the year is consumed 
in overhead charges and that it would be possible to take 
care of a much larger daily average of patients without 
increasing very much the total amount spent. With a 
larger daily average of patients, the per capita cost 
would naturally be brought down to a much lower figure. 

I reconnnend that everything possible be done to in- 
duce the many cases of consumption now sick throughout 
the city to avail themselves of one of the best hospitals 
in the state. By so doing we shall be able to show a very 
much lower per capita cost. 

However, to offset these expenditures it must be re- 
membered that the City Treasurer has received the sum 
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of $13,963.98 from various sources for the care of pa- 
tients at this hospital, which sum considerably lowers the 
actual cost to the city and brings down the net per capita 
cost to $22.75 per week. It must also be remembered 
that the contagious hospital is an entirely separate unit, 
and so long as it is occupied by even one patient it is 
necessary to maintain an extra list of employees. This 
fact, of course, makes the cost much greater than would 
be entailed by the tubercular hospital alone. 

This sum of $13,963.98 received from the state is di-

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF DIVISION OF 
SCHOOL HYGIENE 


To the Honorable Board of Health, Lowell, Mass. 
Dear Sirs : — 

I have the honor to present the second annual report 
of the Sub-Division of School Hygiene. 

The past year the workings of the sub-department 
have been along lines of progression, checking up on the 
work previously carried out, instituting a more rigid ex- 
amination of our school children, a larger number of de- 
fects cleaned up, a definite time limit set on examinations, 
a reorganization of our open air schoolroom unit, carry- 
ing still further our Schick program, a more rigid control 
of our communicable diseases by strict adherence to the 
following up of all absentees especially during a sug- 
gestive or promising outbreak, and finally a closer co- 
operation with the other divisions in the department. 

The Dental Clinic is doing an over amount of work, 
but there is need of an augmented force to carry this 
work to a successful completion. Nurses are very limited 
on the number of children that can be cared for on their 
respective days, because of the amount of preliminary 
work such as cleaning etc. that could be cared for through 
a dental hygienist, with a travelling outfit. Moreover we 
are handicapped in our oral hygiene teaching because of 
the lack of a properly trained oral hygienist. St. John’s 
Hospital Dental Clinic has served a goodly number of 
our children, especially extraction cases. 

The past year a reorganization of the open air 
schoolroom that was brought about though the close co- 
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operation of the Honorable School Board with this de- 
partment. The financial responsibility was borne willing- 
ly by the Honorable School Board, and the work is being 
carried to a successful completion. At present there are 
forty-seven children receiving the necessary care and at- 
tention afforded at this unit. 

It is the hope that this work can be extended, so that 
we will in the near future have sectional units to care for 
a definite school area. 

Along the lines of investigation already under way 
and suggested by our State Department of Public Health, 
it is the wish of this subdivision that we may carry out a 
program of examination of our underweight school child- 
ren by our tuberculosis physician, in the hope of discov- 
ering earlier those forms of tuberculosis that later make 
up our adult tuberculosis. With this aim in view we hope 
that the suggestion of the 'Tuberculosis Physician in the 
last annual report — namely, the inaugurating of a Satur- 
day morning clinic for the examination of our under- 
weight children, will be realized this coming year. 

During the past year, the director, physicians and 
nurses have been called upon to discuss the workings of 
this subdivision before interested audiences, and your 
director has at all times encouraged this work as a part 
of the campaign of education. The report of this work 
is included under education. 

The Director has given talks as follows :

Club, Lowell Advertising Club, Jewish Lodge, Parent- 
Teachers ’ Associations at Morey, Lexington Ave. Green- 
halge, Yarnum and Washington Schools.

To the Board of Health, Lowell, Mass. 
Gentlemen : — 

I have the honor to present the report of the Dept, 
of Milk, Vinegar, and Oleomargarine for the twelve 
months beginning Jan. 1, 1923. 

There Were 802 stores licenses to sell milk. 70 stores 
Were issued oleomargarine licenses. $454.00 received 
from licenses were paid over to the City Treasurer dur- 
ing the year. 

4624 samples of milk, 14 samples of cream, 4 samples 
of skimmed milk, 9 samples of vinegar, 3 samples of but- 
ter, 29 samples of ice cream have been analyzed. 4582 
samples of milk were tested for sediment and the result- 
ing cottons classified as oo, o, 1 (passed inspection) 2 (not 
satisfactory), 3, 4, 5, (did not pass inspection). 3207 
tests for temperature on delivery wagons and at dairies 
were made.

During the year ending Dec. 31, 1923 the department spent for 
milk inspection work $5,364.46. If the population of Lowell is 112,759, 
the per capita cost for milk inspection for the year was four and seven 
tenths cents. A conservative compilation made in 1923, shows that 
the per capita consumption of fluid milk in Lowell daily is 12.07 fluid 
ounces. 

During the war period with so many substitutes being sold for 
cattle feed at high prices, it was somewhat difficult to keep milk up 
to the legal standard. But when the war restrictions were removed, it 
was decided that normal milk could again be delivered to the con- 
sumer. With this in view the milk department informed the milk 
dealers that the legal standard for milk for Massachusetts would be 
vigorously enforced. Most of the dealers readily cooperated with the 
department in this effort with satisfying results. 

That the bulk of the milk may be kept above legal standard, if 
those dealers who persist in buying exclusively from dairies furnish- 
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ing only low standard milk, are prosecuted, is shown by the steady 
progress made by this department in the past few years. The records 
of a State department, of the percentage of low standard milk, sold 
throughout the Commonwealth, have been divided into four groups: 

First. Those cities showing less than 10 per cent of the samples 
below standard. 

Second. Those cities showing between 10 per and 20 per cent of 
the samples below standard. 

Third. Those cities showing between 20 per cent and 30 per cent 
of the samples below standard. 

Fourth. Those cities showing more than 30 per cent of the sam- 
ples below standard. 

In 1922 of the 38 cities so grouped, eleven were in group one, nine 
were in group two, nine were in group three and nine were in group 
four. One city had 57.1 per cent of samples below standard. 

In 1919, 33.33 per cent of samples seized by this department 
from dealers were below standard. 

In 1920, 20.00 per cent of samples seized by this department from 
dealers were below standard. 

In 1921, 18.00 per cent of samples seized by this department from 
dealers were below standard. 

In 1922, 17.85 per cent of samples seized by this department from 
dealers were below standard. 

In 1923, 9.51 per cent of samples seized by this department from 
dealers were below standard.

There has been a decided drop in the number of 
cases admitted for treatment during the past year and 
consequently a slight drop in the total number of treat- 
ments administered. 

This change has been proportionate throughout the 
other State Clinics and is apparently due to the increased 
prosperity of the community, many patients returning to 
their private physicians, and partially, we hope, to a 
diminution in the prevalence of Venereal Disease. 

The source of new cases is gratifying in as much as 
it shows that the physicians and hospitals of the City are 
making liberal use of the Clinic for reference. That a 
satisfied patient is a good “Advertisement” is borne out 
by the fact that more than fifty per cent of our new 
cases were referred to us by Clinic patients. 
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Approximately one third of the cases discharged 
were sent to other clinics or hospitals or returned to their 
private physician; another third have been discharged 
as cured ; the remaining third have lapsed treatment be- 
fore cured and remain a potential source of infection to 
the community. These we have tried to reach by letter 
and personal visits of our Olinic Nurses, Board of Health 
Inspector, or Policewomen. Failure to return them to 
the Clinic usually resulted from being unable to reach 
the patient owing to a fictitious name or address. The 
failure to return these cases to treatment and to reach 
infected contacts with other patients still remains the 
greatest problem of the Olinic.

TELEPHONE 

The telephone system is the same that was installed in 
1913 consisting of one thirty line switchboard located at the 
Palmer Street Station, which is connected with the central 
office of the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company 
by two toll lines, and also tjhe thirteen different fire stations, 
the Chief’s office and residence, the three Deputy Chief’s 
residences and battery room with eleven local lines. 

PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT 

This department is maintained by the City and consists 
of nineteen permanent men. They have responded to three 
hundred and sixty-one alarms ; in service two hundred five and 
one-quarter hours ; spread two hundred and eighty-four cov- 
ers ; used thirty extinguishers and sixty tanks ; raised six 
hundred and seventy-two feet of ladders. 
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FIRE PREVENTION 


A systematic inspection of buildings is made by the mem- 
bers of the Fire Department in order to relieve the fire 
hazard of the city. Each company has a certain district to 
inspect, and each inspection is recorded on a printed slip with 
report of conditions found. These slips are turned over to the 
Chief of the Department, and, when the conditions found are 
considered dangerous, letters are sent to both owners and 
tenants to have said conditions remedied. 10,769 buildings 
were inspected during the year by the different companies. 


FIRES AND LOSSES 

The whole number of alarms during the year ending Dec- 
ember 31, 1923 was one thousand four hundred and seven 
(1,407). Three hundred and ninety-five (395) were given 
from signal boxes; five hundred and fifty-four (554) tele- 
phones; two hundred and thirty (230) stills; ten (10) auto- 
matics; twenty-two (22) exposures; and one hundred and 
ninety-six (196) reported fires. The “No School” signal was 
given twenty-two (22) times. There were four hundred and 
seventy-six (476) fires extinguished by chemicals alone and 
three hundred and thirty-six (336) where water was used. 
The remaining number were extinguished by other means or 
had been put out before the arrival of the department. One 
hundred and twenty-two (122) were in brick, stone or cement 
buildings; five hundred and sixty (560) in frame buildings 
and five hundred and twenty-nine (529) other than building 
fires. The reported fires were mostly in frame buildings. 

The whole amount of loss, except the reported fires, was 
six hundred twenty-five thousand, nine hundred ninety-eight 
dollars and one cent ($625,998.01); insurance, seven million, 
nine hundred forty-two thousand, eight hundred eight dollars 
and eleven cents ($7,942,80811); insurance paid, five hundred 
seventy-nine thousand, four hundred eigffity-four dollars and 
seventy-one cents ($579,484.71); loss above insurance, forty- 
six thousand, five hundred thirteen dollars and thirty cents 
(46,513.30); valuation, seven million, seven hundred six thou- 
sand, five hundred and fifty-seven dollars ($7,706,557.). The 
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dollars and one cent ($625,998.01); insurance, seven million, 
nine hundred forty-two thousand, eight hundred eight dollars 
and eleven cents ($7,942,808.11); insurance paid, five hundred 
seventy-nine thousand, four hundred eighty-four dollars and 
seventy-one cents ($579,484.71); loss above insurance, forty- 
six thousand, five hundred thirteen dollars and thirty cents 
($46,513.30) ; valuation, seven million, seven hundred six thou- 
sand, five hundred and fifty-seven dollars ($7,706,557.). The 
reported loss was sixteen thousand, two hundred sixty-three 
dollars and forty-three cents ($16,263.43); insurance twenty 
million, two hundred and sixty thousand, one hundred sev- 
enty-two dollars and twenty-five cents ($20,260,172.25); val- 
uation, twenty million, three hundred thirty-three thousand, 
four hundred thirty-one dollars ($20,333,431.).

Board of Park Commissioners 

FOR THE YEAR 1923 


To His Honor, John J. Donovan, Mayor, and the City Council 
Gentlemen : 

I beg to submit, herewith, the report of the Park Com- 
missioners for the year 1923. 

This year has been marked by very decided progress 
in the development of the parks and playgrounds of Lowell. 
It has seen the addition of considerable areas of park lands 
and the carrying on of the most successful playground sea- 
son which we have ever had. 

Perhaps the most gratifying phase of the year’s work 
has been the cordial response of the city government and 
of the people of Lowell to the necessities brought about 
under modern social conditions for more adequate oppor- 
tunities for the outdoor recreation of both children and 
adults. Our people apparently, are coming more and more 
to realize that places for children to play must be provided 
if they are to be kept from the dangers of our present-day 
streets, and that opportunities for recreation are more and 
more necessary for all groups of citizens. 

The details of the work of the year have been very 
fully and admirably presented in the accompanying report 
of Superintendent John W. Kernan. The Board wishes to 
express to Mr. Kernan and all those associated with him in 
carrying on the playground and parks, their hearty thanks 
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for the efficient and loyal service they have rendered. We 
also wish to thank especially Mr. Arthur Sullivan for his 
assistance to Superintendent Kernan in the supervision of 
the playgrounds. 

We owe to the city government, especially to his Honor 
the Mayor, our heartfelt thanks for the cordial co-opera- 
tion which has been received from them and to the news- 
papers of Lowell for the splendid publicity which has been 
given to our work.

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Superintendent’s Report 


To the Board of Park Commissioners: 

Gentlemen : 

I herewith most respectfully submit my annual report 
of the work done under your direction in the Park System 
for the year ending December 31, 1923. 

There are certain principles, in a department such as 
ours, which an extended experience and observation of park 
work in many cities has taught us can be violated only with 
unfortunate results, and which, if adhered to, tend always 
toward efficiency and lastingly good result. 

The first of these concerns the Commission itself in its 
relations to park work, in the functions which its mem- 
bers individually and collectively perform, and in its or- 
ganization for dispatching those functions. Everyone must 
recognize that the prime functions of a park commission 
are to maintain unity of action among the agencies which 
it controls, to maintain continuity of purpose, aim and policy 
in the direction of that action, and to keep that policy in 
harmony with the interests and requirements of the popu- 
lation whose trustees they are. 

These are similar to the functions of a board of direc- 
tors of a great corporation, and the methods of organiza- 
tion and of doing business which have been developed in the 
case of such boards, are closely applicable to park commis- 
sioners. No business can be as efficiently handled when 
the executive power vests in a board or committee as when 
a single responsible officer is in command. 
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DUEL PLAYGROUND MEET— HAVERHILL vs. LOWELL — SO. COMMON, AUG., 1923 


This means, first, that to secure efficiency a park com- 
mission should exert its executive action through a single 
officer, giving him full powers so long alf he pursues their 
policy faithfully and efficiently, and enjoys their confidence, 
and holding him strictly accountable for. results; and sec- 
ond, that in order to fulfill the function which is the Com- 
mission's only excuse for existence, which from its very 
nature cannot be delegated to individuals, and which if the 
board as a whole neglects, it will simply be left unper- 
formed. The Commissioners must act as a unit, as a de- 
liberate body concerned with the outcome of the park sys- 
tem as a whole, and must fix their attention upon the 
broader tendencies and large net results of the work of 
their executive agents, rather than upon details. A com- 
mission cannot possibly deal with the latter as efficiently as 
a competent and responsible executive officer can, and its 
function in regard to them must be to call his attention to 
desirable and undesirable tendencies in his administration 
of details; and in case he does not make good without re- 
quiring members of the board to take upon their own 
shoulders the burden of personally directing the execution 
of details, they should, without more ado, dispense with his 
services and put someone else in his place. The placing 
of direct executive responsibility and authority in the hands 
of individual members or sub-committees of the board in- 
dependent of their executive officer or over his head, di- 
minishes the latter's responsibility to the Commission for 
getting good results. It disorganizes the discipline of the 
employees and involves all the practical objections on the 
score of diminished efficiency that lie against a multi-head- 
ed executive as compared with a single-headed executive. 
This is of far more vital consequence because the commis- 
sioners would tend to become so absorbed in attention to 
executive details, properly belonging to their employees, as 
to lose sight of and entirely fail to perform the supremely 
important function, namely that of a disinterested scrut- 
iny of their work ; and a wisdom in those policies, and a 
desirability of modifying them to meet new conditions.

The park necessities of a city such as ours require sat- 
isfaction in many various ways. There should be play- 
grounds foil little children; there should be neighborhood 
parks for neighborhood and family use; there should be 
tracts for public athletics — the playground of the young 
men who work in the shop and office ; there should be the 
large outlying reservations or country parks which the 
growing city will approach in time, but which will mean- 
while serve as lovely spots for outings, for drives and rides 
and walks, and which will preserve forever to the public 
the most beautiful of surrounding scenery. No one can 
for a moment doubt the economic policy of securing and 
holding them while they are still unspoiled and inexpensive. 

All of this program, elaborate as it may appear, will 
pay for itself when carried out, for not only has it been the 
universal experience that parks, boulevards and parkways 
double and triple the value of adjacent property, creating 
taxable values that compensate for the expenditures, but 
these open spaces, in offering pure air and recreative op- 
portunities, immensely increase the efficiency of labor and 
attract to the city a better class of labor — factors than 
which nothing is of greater importance to an industrial 
city. 

In recent years our city government has been gracious 
indeed in providing funds for the addition of parks and 
playgrounds, in districts which were in need. Pawtucket 
Field at the corner of Woodward Avenue and Mammoth 
Road, containing a trifle over four and one-half acres was 
taken over by the board during last year. A little grading 
was done, sufficient for a small ballfield, and in the late fall 
additional work started that will enlarge the play area an- 
other year. When completed we expect to have a first 
class ball diamond and playground in Pawtucketville that 
will fill a long felt want. Funds were also provided for 
acquiring an additional- strip of land along Riverside 
Street adjoining the Merrimack River and th’s project is 
now in the hands of the Law Department.

In Centralville positive action was taken in the en- 
largement of Varnum Park, extending now from Bridge 
Street to what is known as McKenna's Garage, and from 
First Street to the Merrimack River. The work was costly, 
as it entailed the building of a substantial riverbank wall, 
as well as re-building a section of wall in the rear of what 
was formerly known as Varnum Park. Upon this wall 
concrete coping was built 18 inches wide, and one foot in 
thickness, the entire length, on which was set a four foot 
and a half iron fence, making the area safe from anyone 
falling into the river. Much grading had to be done as 
there were a number of old cellars to fill, coupled with the 
fact that the established grade changed considerably. 
Some 500 yards of loam were used in dressing off the area 
and we expect to sew it with seed and finish off in the 
early Spring. 

Below this at what is known as the First Street Oval 
nothing has been done, and while a first class stadium is 
greatly desired, the project is remote because of the urgent 
calling for expenditures in many other directions that seem 
to have more merit. The ground was left undulating by 
those in charge of building the new highway, and will en- 
tail an expenditure of a few thousand dollars to grade and 
make suitable for the layout of a good ball diamond, which 
is much needed in this locality. On the river side of the 
new highway, we have established a dump, as it was a low 
area and needed filling. The regulation of this is a very 
troublesome problem, as many who have rubbish to dispose 
of, deliver it there after hours and dump it any place, caus- 
ing same to be rehandled next day in order to keep the 
dump at a respectable grade. 

Anne Street Parkway was finished off last Spring using 
200 yards of loam in the final grading and then the whole 
area was sewed down with lawn seed. 

Washington Park at the easterly end was filled in, this 
part being quite low, and brought up to an even grade. It 
now gives more play area to the children of a much con- 
gested distinct, and was done at a minimum expense. The 
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material was obtained from an excavation nearby and was 
delivered to us gratis. We made a beginning in the enclo- 
sure of the grounds, by the erection of a^substantial chain 
link fence along the front of the park on Middlesex Street, 
and trust it may be continued another year. 

At O’Connor Playground on Richmond Avenue noth- 
ing had been done since it was acquired by the City. It 
was thought highly desirable that it should be put in shape, 
in order that the little tots might have a safe play area, 
and kept from the dangers that always existed in their play- 
ing in Lawrence Street. Accordingly, we spent some few 
weeks there grading in the early summer, establishing a 
fairly even grade, and laid out a ball field which is only 
large enough for small children on account of the size of the 
lot. We also enclosed same with a five foot chain link 
fence, where it was deemed necessary. A row of young 
lombardy poplars was set out on one side of the park that 
we might have a little shade of a hot summer’s day, but 
they are having a hard time to survive, as the children like 
to bend and pull them over. 

At O’Donnell Playground we have set out a line of 
young lombardy poplars adjoining the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, and being free from molestation, seem to thrive. 

Considerable work has been done, mostly in a pre- 
liminary way, in the development of the new playground 
in the Highlands between Parker and B streets. Much 
filling had to be done, as well as countless boulders blasted 
and moved, which necessitated our keeping a gang of men 
there much of the summer. We built a number of dry 
drains, making use of the stone blasted, which will insure 
us of a fairly dry surface when the work of grading is com- 
pleted. We have laid out five tennis courts excavating 
one foot in depth, and filling with cinders, insuring a good 
foundation. These will be covered with a coting of clay 
in the early spring, and wire back stops erected, when 
they will be ready for use. Judging from our experience 
at Shedd Park these courts will prove quite popular. Be- 
sides the tennis courts our plan calls for, when fully com- 
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pleted, two baseball diamonds, a running track, football 
field, a comfort station and rest house, many walks together 
with the embellishment of young trees and shrubbery, 
making a first class up-to-date park and playground. 

Playgrounds and Rec'reations 

To the average layman, play is a mere pastime, a form 
of luxury, and playgrounds are places of amusement where 
children can spend their idle moments in wholesome fun 
and pleasure. This conception of the meaning of play, 
and the function of playgrounds, is only partly true. The 
fact is that play is essential to childlife — a necessity and 
not a luxury, and playgrounds are schools of character. 
It is for this reason that playgrounds have been established. 
If so, they deserve recognition in the program of education 
and the general public should be made acquainted with 
this proper viewpoint,, for a greater use and appreciation 
of playgrounds may follow. 

Hence where lies this value in play and what particu- 
lar education do the playgrounds afford the child? 

It is generallly known that in our large cities there is 
an appalling number of physical ailments among child- 
ren; that there is a steady increase in juvenile delinquency 
and crime ; that there is a certain lack of physical and men- 
tal vigor in children, and a deficiency in certain qualities 
of character essential in modern industry, business and cit- 
izenship and this condition is attributed by educators, scien- 
tists and experts after considerable study, to the present 
congestion and cramped living conditions of the people — 
the machine industry, and the whirl and complexity of 
modern city life. In addition to this, because of the many 
profound industrial, economic and social changes which 
have taken place in the last hundred years, life has be- 
come quickened, and all about us, a demand is made for 
training, ability, judgment, social qualities, adaptability, 
physical and mental powers, unequalled in history. Year 
by year we are arriving at a realization of the necessity 
for a harmonious physical and mental development of our 
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playground. Such a conception of their value makes them 
worthy of recognition as valuable institutions for child life, 
and the training of citizens. This fact cannot be empha- 
sized too strongly. So today, the payground is the center 
of the boys’ and girls’ playlife. Here it is that they play 
and build objects in the sand, exercise their muscles and 
ingenuity in doing tricks and stunts, play games under com- 
petent and trained leadership, engage in all sorts of handi- 
craft work, athletics, dramatics, etc., sing, imitate, listen 
to stories, learn folk dancing, participate in contests, pa- 
geants, festivals, races and group activities, swim, etc., with 
thousands of other children, neighbors, friends and strang- 
ers of various nationalities, creeds and races of various sta- 
tions in life. Here in their play activities, in their multi- 
tudinous contacts, the children gain a consciousness of their 
reationship to each other. They gain a true estimate of 
themselves, as members of society, and the foundation for 
the development of sympathy, kindness, love, justice, obe- 
dience, honesty and correct mental habits are laid. The 
children learn co-operation, rivalry, tolerance and friend- 
ship in their contact with their companions. They learn to 
suppress their ego and develop loyalty to their group. In 
their intercourse with other children in play, there is a 
contact of other ideas, beliefs, personalities and emotions 
which are necessarily modified. Discipline is learned in 
childhood and a definite personality is formed. These are 
lessons in character training and building and these are ele- 
ments of character, that are necessary in adult life. Thus 
playgrounds are places of accomplishments, not mere 
amusements — schools of character building for boys and 
girls. 

We operated the usual number of playgrounds during 
the past summer, having unusual success all along the 
line. Leagues were formed among the different grounds 
and schedules arranged which included nearly all our 
playground games. Much interest was stimulated, and 
good sportsmanship inculcated into the minds of all par- 
ticipating. On August 24 we engaged in a duel inter-city

track meet with Haverhill playground children, and it was 
held at the South Common. It was conducted, along reg-1 
ulation lines and won by the Lowell playground boys and 
girls. 

Their impressive victory was a credit not only to their 
own ability in athletics, but to their male and female in- 
structors who worked unceasingly in tutoring and devel- 
oping them for the contest. The Haverhill team showed 
fine sportsmanship and surely were a credit to their city. 
It is hoped to have a return engagement this summer when 
our team will journey to Haverhill for the contest. 

Closing exercises of the summer playgrounds were 
held in the Auditorium on August 3 with two performan- 
ces, afternoon and evening. It was in the form of a Pa- 
geant, marked by folk dancing in brilliant costumes, made 
by the children themselves. The pageant showed the va- 
rious racial groups, that have made Lowell their home from 
the Indian time to the present, and each group wore the 
costumes of its race, and gave the folk dance of its nation. 
The entire performance was creditable indeed to the little 
folks, as well as to the entire playground staff. 

Our moving picture program inaugurated a few years 
ago, on thte North and South Common had become so pop- 
ular that we were compelled to branch out, and run shows 
in different sections of the city, in order that our audiences 
on the Commons might be thinned out a little. Capacity 
crowds were in evidence at nearly every show, and because 
of this fact many were unable to see properly. According- 
ly, we have set up exhibitions in Centralville and Shedd 
Park, and by so doing relieved our problem at the Commons. 
We are in hopes to reach other sections of the city another 
year. 

The Bath House on the boulevard again gave relief 
and enjoyment to many during the hot spells of the sum- 
mer. It was most always filled to capacity, necessitating 
the employment of four life guards, besides our other at- 
tendants on the inside. Our plant has been inspected dur- 
ing the summer by officials of several city governments from 
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various parts of the state, and quite favorably commented 
on, as well as its operation. 

During the past summer we employed a regular swim- 
ming instructor and assigned him to the wading pool at 
the South Common. The spot was ideal, not only on ac- 
count of the depth of water, but also because it was the 
mecca of countless numbers of children during the hot days. 
His services were constantly in demand and the results 
most gratifying. At least one hundred children a week 
were turned out as finished swimmers. 

Lowell's first Winter Carnival was staged at Fort Hill 
Park on February 1 and 2 and being fine days brought out 
-a great throng of people, who proved real lovers of winter 
sports. Two toboggan slides had been built on the slopes 
near the well house, and a ski jump on the easterly side of 
the hill. These were in use continuously, while all sorts of 
winter games attracted many other enthusiasts at the front 
of the park. 

To enliven the occasion, a band concert was given dur- 
ing the afternoon through the courtesy of His Honor the 
Mayor, and was much appreciated by all. The sports were 
continued into the evening and although there was a slight 
sleet storm, the crowd remained undaunted. A huge bon- 
fire was set off at the top of the hill, and red colored flares 
were in evidence all about the park, making indeed a fine 
winter scene. For our first venture along these lines the 
Carnival proved a success beyond our expectations. 

Once more we had our Christmas Exercises in our new 
Municipal Auditorium, and drew a large audience. A 
Christmas motion picture, Carol Singing by the church 
choirs of the city, as well as the audience, and an address 
by Mayor John J. Donovan featured an impressive program. 
The Auditorium was gayly decorated with laurel and red 
ruskus, and on each side of the stage a tree was set with 
myriad of colored lights lending a real Christmas effect. 

A large spruce tree was erected in front of the Audi- 
torium and was lighted every evening during the holiday 
season, by many different colored lights. It gave a pleas- 
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in g setting to the entrance of the building, and was greatly 
admired by all who chanced to pass by. 

Trees 

We have attended diligently to the many calls for 
tree work the past year, each case being investigated be- 
fore any work was done, and then only those where the 
trees or limbs were considered dangerous. Our general 
policy has been to remonstrate against the removal of shade 
trees in the public streets, unless there is a very good and 
sufficient reason. If this were not so, more than fifty per- 
fectly good trees would be cut down each year under one 
pretext or another. As we are losing each year many of 
the older ones, either by age, wires or pests of one sort or 
another, we have continued our program mapped out a 
few years ago, of planting from three to five hundred young 
trees each year, so that in years to come they will take the 
place of those we are now losing. 

This year in addition to our annual tree planting 
scheme on Arbor Day, we planted three hundred young 
oak trees on the knoll at Shedd Park, off Knapp Ave., with 
the intention of forming a Memorial Grove, the spot being 
ideally situated. We also planted young oak trees along 
Knapp Ave. on both sides from Rogers street to the Ceme- 
tery entrance with fitting and impressive ceremonies ded- 
icating the Avenue, "Remembrance Drive” to the Lowell 
veterans of the three wars who paid the supreme sacrifice 
for their country. One tree was dedicated and planted for 
the city by Mayor John J. Donovan and three others by 
representatives of the different wars. Mr. Harvey B. 
Greene, of the Board of Park Commissioners, spoke on the 
significance of the occasion and closed the exercises by 
giving Lincoln's Gettysburg address which commemorated 
the dedication of the Gettysburg Cemetery, and proved 
most appropriate.

OFFICE OF CITY SOLICITOR

TO THE CITY COUNCIL, 

GENTLEMEN : 

I am submitting herewith the report of the City Solicitor 
covering the period from January 1, 1921, to January 31, 1924. 

When I assumed the office of City Solicitor on May 14, 
1923, I found that no report had issued from the law de- 
partment for either the year 1921 or 1922, due to the fact, I 
believe, of the unusual amount of litigation in which the city 
was involved during the year 1922 and the number of changes 
that had taken place in the personnel of the office during the 
period from January 1, 1922, up to the time of my appoint- 
ment. 

On January 1, 1922, Mr. William D. Regan, the retiring 
City Solicitor, was succeeded by Mr. Edward J. Tierney. On 
January 1, 1923, Mr. Tierney was succeeded by Mr. Jeremiah 
J. O’Sullivan who held office until May 12, 1923, when he re- 
signed. I was appointed to succeed him and assumed office. 
May 14, 1923. 

From January 1, 1922, to January 31, 1924, the work 
of investigating claims has been performed by three different 
claims* investigators. Up to and prior to July, 1922, the work 
of investigating claims had been performed by a member of 
the police department who was detailed to the law department. 
On January 1, 1922, this work was performed by Lieut. Alex- 
ander Duncan of the police department. In July, 1922, Lieut. 
Duncan, having been returned to the police department with 
rank of captain, was succeeded by Mr. Edward P. Mulry, who 
held the position temporarily pending an examination which 
would put the position under the classified Civil Service. Mr. 
Mulry acted as claims investigator until December, 1922, 
when Mr. Henry P. Kelley, as the result of the examination 
was appointed to the position. Mr. Kelley is now the duly 
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certified claims’ investigator for the city. 

During the period from May 14, 1923, to January 31, 
1924, many claims were filed against the city. All were duly 
and thoroughly investigated, and where it was found, as it 
was in many of the cases, that the liability rested upon 
a corporation other than the city, or upon an individual, the 
matter was taken up with said individual or said corporation, 
and in almost every instance assumed and paid. This has 
saved the city a great many dollars. 

Payments of compensation to injured employees, and the 
payment of their hospital bills, have been kept to the lowest 
possible figure consistent with justice to the employees and 
without endangering their future condition. 

Upon assuming office, I was confronted with litigation 
on the construction of the new High School, pending in the 
Supreme Judicial and U. S. District Courts; litigation over 
the construction of the Central bridge, pending in the Su- 
preme Judicial Court, U. S. District Court and the Superior 
Courts for Middlesex and Suffolk; with litigation over the so- 
called Thomas Nesmith Fund, pending in the Supreme 
Judicial Court, and many other matters of litigation which 
required my immediate and close attention. These matters 
were legacies from previous years. 

Since I have administered the office of city solicitor, I 
have been called upon to attend many hearings before the 
Legislature, and Commissions the most important of which, 
perhaps, was the hearing before the Commission on Public 
Utilities on the reduction of rates for gas furnished to the 
people of Lowell. I represented the Mayor at this hearing 
and put in a great deal of time getting together facts and 
figures to present to the commissioners, as the Mayor was 
most anxious that the people should be given the best possi- 
ble consideration in this matter. 

This report which I am submitting to you starts first 
with the cases taken up in 1921 ; the year 1922 follows, suc- 
ceeded by the year 1923.

1921: 


SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 

4089 Fred H . Rourke, Tax Collector, vs . 

Frank Hanchett 

This was an action of contract brought March 18, 1920, 
in the Superior Court for Middlesex County in the sum of 
ten thousand dollars to recover from the defendant personal 
estate taxes alleged by the plaintiff to be due the City of 
Lowell for the year 1916. The defendant contended that he 
was a resident of Dunstable, was domiciled there and should 
be taxed in Dunstable and not in Lowell. The City of 
Lowell contended that the defendant was neither a resident 
of nor domiciled in Dunstable and was rightly taxed in 
Lowell. The matter was heard before Hammond, J., in Su- 
perior Court, without jury, who upheld the contention of the 
city and found for the City of Lowell in the sum of $9,283.17 
with interest from the date of the writ and reported the mat- 
ter to the Supreme Judicial Court for determination. Tihe 
matter was argued before the full court, who rendered a 
finding for the plaintiff, thereby confirming the finding of the 
judge of the Superior Court. 


4050 Apostolos A . Johnson and George E . Vozeolas 
vs . City of Lowell 

This was a petition brought in the Superior Court for 
Middlesex County November 12, 1919, for the assessment of 
damages by a jury as the result of a taking of the plaintiff’s 
land on Old Ferry Road for the purpose of increasing and 
protecting the water supply of the City of Lowell. The case 
came on to be heard in June, 1920, before Fosdick, J., sitting 
with jury at Lowell. The jury found for the petitioner in the 
sum of $7,975 ; and the respondent City of Lowell alleged 
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exceptions which were allowed, and the matter went up to 
the Supreme Judicial Court who found that certain evidence 
offered in the trial in the Superior Court was so material as to 
mislead and prejudice the jury, and that its admission required 
the verdict to be set aside. The exceptions were sustained 
and the verdict set aside. * 


3956 Lowell Trust Company vs . City of Lowell 
Edward D. Lyons vs . City of Loivell 

These were two separate actions of tort brought in Su- 
perior Court for injuries to personal and real estate caused 
by the breaking of a water main in front of the plaintiffs’ 
premises, alleged to have been caused by the negligent con- 
struction of the same. The cases were consolidated and sent 
to Gilbert A. A. Pevey as auditor. The plaintiffs contended 
that the damages aggregated ten thousand dollars. Many of 
the items of alleged damage were disallowed by the Auditor 
who found against the city for the Lowell Trust Company in 
the sum of $2,562.45 and for the plaintiff Lyons in the sum 
of $1,729.26. Thereafter the Auditor’s report together with 
an agreement of the parties that trial by jury be waived and 
that the amount of damages found by the Auditor should be 
final and binding upon the parties, were presented to Keat- 
ing, J. It was agreed that if there was any liability the find- 
ing of the Auditor on the matter of damages would be jus- 
tified on the evidence presented. The defendant contended 
that there was no liability, and the matter as presented to 
Keating, J., was raised on a question of law as to the liability 
of the defendant. The Court found that the defendant was 
liable and reported the case to the Supreme Judicial Court 
for determination. The cases were submitted on briefs and 
the court found that the city was liable as a matter of law 
for defects in the original construction of its water main and 
ordered judgment upon the Auditor’s report. 
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957 Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the City of 

992 Loivell vs. Boston and Maine Railroad et al. 

These were two petitions by the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen of the City of Lowell filed in the Superior Court 
October 26, 1909, and January 25, 1910, respectively, for the 
appointment of commissioners relative to the abolition of 
grade crossings at Middlesex Street, Fletcher Street and 
Western Avenue. On December 29, 1913, three commission- 
ers were appointed, and the matters went before them for 
hearing. Upon the conclusion of the hearings majority and 
minority reports were filed by said commissioners. Subse- 
quent to the filing of said reports, the petitioners filed a mo- 
tion to recommit the report of the commissioners, and the 
respondents filed a motion to have the same confirmed and 
another motion to dismiss the petition. A hearing was had 
on these motions before Lawton, J., and the petitioners’ mo- 
tion was denied and the motions of the respondents were al- 
lowed, and accordingly on October 7, 1920, decrees were en- 
tered denying the motions for recommital, confirming the 
decisions, fixing the compensation of the commissioners, and 
otherwise dismissing the petition. The finding of a majority 
of the commissioners was that upon all the facts and under 
all the circumstances it was not necessary for the security 
and convenience of the public that said crossings be abolished; 
and they were largely influenced in this conclusion by the 
financial condition of the Boston and Maine Railroad. The 
petitioners appealed and the matter went to the Supreme 
Judicial Court on briefs. After a hearing before the full 
bench*, the decision of the judge of the Superior Court was 
sustained, and a final decree entered dismissing the petition 
without costs, and discharging the commissioners from 
further consideration of the same. 
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3786 Margaret W. Merrill vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of contract brought in the Superior 
Court for Middlesex County to recover the sum of $2,772.51 
which the plaintiff alleged that tihe defendant agreed to pay 
her in compromise of her claim against the City of Lowell for 
land taken by the City for the extension of Dummer Street, 
this amount being in addition to a previous award which had 
been paid and accepted as a pro tanto offer. The writ was 
dated [February 16, 1917, and returnable the first Monday of 
April 1917. The case was heard in the Superior Court before 
King, J., without jury, upon an agreed statement of facts. 
Judge King found the facts to be as stated in the agreed 
statement and reported the case to the Supreme Judicial 
Court for determination, the parties agreeing that, if the 
plaintiff was entitled to recover, judgment should be entered 
in her favor for $2,772.51 with interest from the date of the 
writ. The case came on to be heard in the year 1921 in the 
Supreme Judicial Court befose the full bench who determined 
that more than three affirmative votes of the city council were 
indispensable for the passage of the vote awarding this 
amount to the plaintiff, and as it was not passed by a four- 
fifths vote as required by the city charter, and did not concern 
the immediate preservation of the public peace, health or 
safety, the plaintiffs could not recover, and accordingly judg~ 
ment was entered for the defendant on the report.

, These were all petitions brought in Superior Court for 
the assessment of land damages by a jury, and grew out of 
the so-called High School taking. In each case a pro tanto 
offer was made and accepted of tihe assessed valuation, plus 
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interest from date of taking to date of offer, and costs of 
court. The matters were brought to the attention of the 
High School Building Commission and a settlement of fifteen 
per cent above the assessed valuation was awarded in every 
case. Deeds of confirmation were executed by the several 
petitioners and agreements for judgment filed with the court. 

36011 Donald TV. McKenzie et at. vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in Superior Court for 
Middlesex County in the sum of five thousand dollars to re- 
cover for the loss of personal property stored in the plaintiffs’ 
cellar, due to the alleged backing up of the Church Street 
sewer on January 30, 1919. This matter was settled out of 
court by vote of the Municipal Council passed January 4, 
1921, in the sum of three hundred dollars. An agreement 
for judgment in the sum of three hundred dollars without 
costs was filed in Superior Court. 

37532 James J. Healey vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
in tlbe sum of one thousand dollars to recover for personal 
injuries alleged to have been sustained on or about March 31, 
1920, while the plaintiff was traveling along Lincoln Street 
in said city. The writ was dated July 16, 1920, and return- 
able the first Monday of September, 1920. 

Trial in this matter was had before Hammond, J., with 
jury, on April 7, 1921 who found for the plaintiff in the sum 
of four hundred dollars, which sum was paid to the plaintiff 
on an execution of court. 


38595 City of Lowell vs. Mary H. Costello , Admx. 

38594 City of Loivell vs. Maryland Casualty Com- 
pany 

These were two separate actions brought in the Superior 
Court for Middlesex County to recover from said plaintiffs 
for the failure of the late Thomas F. Costello to fulfill a cer- 
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tain contract entered into by and between him and the City 
of Lowell for the construction and completion of a plumbing 
and gas piping system in the addition to the Charles W. 
Morey School, dated August 25, 1919. By vote of the Muni- 
cipal Council the City Solicitor was instructed to settle these 
actions for two thousand dollars, and upon the payment of the 
amount by the plaintiffs an agreement for judgment was filed 
in court in the first action, and an agreement for neither party 
in the second action. 

28891 Margaret W. Merrill vs. City of Lowell 

This was a petition for a jury to assess damages on ac- 
count of the seizure of certain property located in Merrimack 
Street for street widening purposes, in the year 1915, Said 
petition was dated June 30, 1916, and order of notice issued 
for August 1916. 

In the order of seizure dated November 18, 1915, the 
Municipal Council awarded to the petitioner the sum of $19, 
650, which’ amount was offered and paid as a pro tanto offer 
in June, 1916. The matter went to trial before Hammond, J., 
with jury, in May, 1921. To the question, ‘‘What was the 
fair market value on November 18, 1915, of that parcel of 
land with the buildings thereon, situated on Merrimack 
Street, described in the petition in this case?’’, the jury re- 
turned the answer, $23,000. On May 27, 1921, a verdict was 
returned for the petitioner in the sum of $30,590. and judg- 
ment was entered for the petitioner in the sum of $4455.50, 
without costs, in accordance with agreement of the parties 
and execution to issue forthwith. The execution was issued, 
paid and returned to court fully satisfied. 


28892 George C . Dempsey et al .vs. City of Lowell 
29008 Same vs. Same 

This was a petition filed June 30, 1916, for a jury to as- 
sess the damages to the leasehold interest in certain property 
leased by the petitioners, George C. Dempsey and Patrick J. 
Keyes, doing business as P. Dempsey & Co., and order of no- 
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tice was issued for August, 1916. On March 18, 1921, petition 
for notice to issue to George C. Dempsey and William P. 
Dempsey, Trustees, owners of said property located in Market 
Street and Maiden Lane, was filed. On April 4, 1921, the mo- 
tion was heard and allowed and order of notice was issued 
for May. The matter was heard before Hammond, J., with 
jury, and in answer to the following questions put to it, 
“What was the fair market value on November 18, 1915, of 
the parcel of land with the buildings thereon situated on 
Market Street and Maiden Lane, described in the petition in 
this case?” and “What was the value on November 18, 1915, 
of the lease-hold interest of George C. Dempsey and Patrick 
Keyes, lessees of the real estate on Market Street and 
Maiden Lane?’*, to the first question the jury answered $14, 
000. and to the second $5,000. A third question was put to 
the jury, to wit: “What was the fair market value on Novem- 
ber 18, 1915, of the parcel of land with buildings thereon, 
situated on Merrimack Street, described in the petition in 
this case?” The jury answered, $8500. A verdict was ren- 
dered May 19, 1921, and the jury found for the petitioners 
and assessed damages as follows : Total amount of damages 
assessed, $18620., apportioned as follows : 

George C. Dempsey and Patrick Keyes, damage to lease- 
hold interest $6650. 

To George C. Dempsey and William P. Dempsey, Trus- 
tees, the sum of $11,970. 

On May 19, 1921, it was ordered tihat the petition of 
George C. Dempsey et al, Trustees, numbered 29008 on the 
docket of the Superior Court be consolidated with petition 
28892, and that this petition stand and be treated in said 
consolidated case as the intervening petition of George C. 
Dempsey and William P. Dempsey, Trustees. 

It was agreed that judgment be entered for the peti- 
tioners on the verdict and that execution should issue forth- 
with. 
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29009 George C. Demysey et al. Trustees, vs. City of 
Lowell 

This was a petition for the assessment of damages for 
the seizure of certain property owned by the petitioners and 
located on Merrimack Street in the City of Lowell. The pe- 
tition was filed July 6, 1916 and order issued for August, 1916. 
The case came on to be heard before Hammond, J., with jury, 
in May, 1921, and to the following question, ir What was the 
fair market value on November 18, 1915 of the parcel of 
land with the buildings thereon situated on Merrimack Street, 
described in the petition in this case?”, the jury answered 
$8500. A verdict was returned for the petitioner in the sum 
of $11,305. and on May 27, 1921, by agreement of the parties 
judgment was entered for the plaintiff for $1000. without 
costs, and execution to issue forthwith. 


31995 James C. Donovan vs. City of Loivell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
for Middlesex County in the sum of three thousand dollars 
to recover for damage to the plaintiff’s property by reason of 
a leaking water main. The writ was dated May 3, 1917, and 
returnable the first Monday of July, 1917. The case came on 
to be heard at the fall sitting of the Superior Court in Lowell, 
and was referred to Gilbert A. A. Pevey as Auditor, his deci- 
sion on the matter of damages to be final. The Lowell 
Electric Light Corporation was summoned in as co-defendant, 
and at the conclusion of the hearings the finding by the audi- 
tor was for the City of Lowell and against the Lowell Electric 
Light Company. The report of the auditor was submitted 
to Lumus, J., who confirmed the finding and judgment was 
entered for the City of Lowell. 
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36483 Jerome P. Cullen vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of contract brought in the Superior 
Court for Middlesex County in the sum of two thousand dol- 
lars ($2000.). The writ was dated January 29, 1920, and re- 
turnable the first Monday of March, 1920. This action was 
brought for the purpose of recovering forty three days* wages 
which were withheld while the plaintiff was convalescing 
from injuries alleged to have been received during t)he course 
of employment. Trial was had before Bishop, J., October 4, 
1921, who found against the plaintiff and for the City of 
Lowell. 


128976 Richard D. Kimball Company vs. City of 
Lowell 

This was an action of contract brought in the Superior 
Court for #Suffolk County against the City of Lowell to re- 
cover the sum of six thousand dollars voted by the High 
School Building Commission, upon the refusal of the City 
Auditor to issue a warrant for the payment of tbe same. Trial 
was had at Cambridge on April 14, 1921, before Dubuque, J., 
who found for the plaintiff in the' sum of six thousand dollars 
with interest and costs amounting to $169.19. 


39588 Hannah Harrington vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the sum of ten 
thousand dollars in Superior Court for Middlesex County 
to recover damages for personal injuries sustained by the 
plaintiff while walking along Lawrence Street in the City of 
Lowell. The writ was dated March 19, 1921, and returnable 
in Superior Court the first Monday of May, 1921. The case 
was (heard before Bishop, J., with jury, sitting at Lowell in 
October, 1921. The jury found for the plaintiff in the sum of 
four thousand dollars. The defendant filed a motion for a new 
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trial and that the verdict be set aside. After hearing said 
motion, Judge Bishop adjudged said verdict excessive and 
ordered the remittance of eight hundred dollars from the 
amount of the verdict, and in accordance with an order of the 
court, a stipulation was filed by the plaintiff that said amount 
of eight hundred dollars should be remitted leaving the ver- 
dict to stand in the sum of thirty-two hundred dollars. A bill 
of exceptions was filed in December, 1921, by the city solicitor 
who retired from office the first Monday of January, 1922. 
The city failed to prosecute its exceptions and about four 
months after filing of said bill of exceptions, the exceptions 
were dismissed under the rule of court for failure to prosecute 
them, and judgment was then entered upon the verdict and 
upon the judgment. 


40331 Sarah A. McLaughlin vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
in the sum of five thousand dollars to recover for personal 
injuries alleged to have been sustained by the plaintiff on 
March 19, 1921, while traveling on School Street in said city. 
The writ was dated June 16, 1921, and returnable to Superior 
Court the first Monday of August, 1921. The case was heard 
before Bishop, J., sitting with jury at Lowell, in November, 
1921. The jury found for the plaintiff in the sum of six hun- 
dred dollars. A bill of exceptions was filed in December, 
1921, by the City Solicitor who retired from office in January, 
but upon the failure of the city to prosecute the same, they 
were dismissed by the court, and judgment was entered for 
the plaintiff upon the finding of the jury. 
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POLICE COURT 

208 Rose A. Dowd vs. City of Loivell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Police Court 
for damages to a ihot water boiler in plaintiff’s residence, 
alleged to have been caused by the shutting off of the flow of 
water to plaintiff’s residence without notification to her by 
employees of the Water Works Department of their intention 
so to do. The writ was dated April 26, 1920, and returnable 
in Police Court of Lowell the first Saturday of June, 1920. 
The matter was settled out of court by vote of the City Coun- 
cil whereby the sum of seventy dollars was awarded to the 
plaintiff and it was agreed between the parties that the entry, 
“Judgment for tfoe plaintiff in the sum of seventy dollars, 
without costs, and judgment fully satisfied*’, might be entered 
on the files of the court.

SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 

1595 Winfred C. MacBrayne vs . City Council of 
Lowell 

George H. Brown } Mayor of Lowell vs. Same 

These were two petitions filed in the Supreme Judicial 
Court on February 8, 1922, the first by Winfred C. MacBrayne, 
an appointee of the Mayor of the City of Lowell, to the office 
of superintendent of police of said city, and the second by the 
mayor, seeking writs of mandamus commanding the members 
of the city council to refrain from taking any further action 
as the City Council of Lowell, or as members of the City 
Council, in relation to the reinstatement of Redmond Welch 
as superintendent of police. 

The facts being agreed upon, the cases by order of Judge 
Jenney were consolidated and reserved for determination by 
the Court upon the petitions, answers, agreed statement of 
facts and motion by Redmond Welch to be made a party 
respondent. 

The court determined that the City Council had the right 
to grant a hearing to the deposed superintendent of police, 
Redmond Welch, and to continue the bearings in progress 
when the writs of mandamus were sought. It was ordered 
by the court that the petitions be dismissed. 


736 Hugh C. McOsker et als. vs. City of Lowell et. al. 

This was a petition brought in the Supreme Judicial 
Court by Hugh C. McOsker, J. Omer Allard, Joseph H. 
Maguire and Thomas H. Braden, members of the Election 
Commission of the City of Lowell, for a writ of mandamus 
to compel the defendants, George H. Brown, Mayor of the 
City of Lowell, and Joseph A. Clouatre, Paul M. O'Dowd, 
Lorenzo A. Gouin and Patrick F. Kiernan, appointees of the 
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mayor as members of the Election Commission to recognize 
the petitioners as members of said commission and not in any 
way to interfere with said petitioners in the exercise of their 
duties as members of said commission. Said petition was 
brought after the removal from office of said petitioners by 
Mayor Brown upon their refusal to call a meeting of the 
Election Commission to consider the substitution of a certifi- 
cate of sufficiency for one that had been filed with the Sec- 
retary of State September 29, 1922. The defendants, Clouatre, 
O’Dowd, Gouin and Kiernan were appointed in their stead. 
After a meeting of the City Council which lasted until 
four o’clock in the morning of October 7, 1922, at which 
time the petitioners were heard on their removal, said 
petitioners were reinstated as members of the Election 
Commission. Immediately upon their reinstatement by the 
Council they were again removed by the Mayor and the 
third reinstatement by the City Council took place, and the 
following day October 10, 1922, the fourth removal occured. 

The matter was heard before DeCourcy, J., in the Su- 
preme Judicial Court, who directed that a writ of mandamus 
issue as per order on file. 


2271 Eq. George R. Dana et als . vs. George H. Brown 
et als. 

This was a bill in equity brought in the Supreme Judicial 
Court, praying that an injunction might issue to restrain any 
unlawful exercise or abuse of the corporate powers vested in 
the respondents or any of their agents through the payment 
by them or any of their agents for two Packard trucks for 
tibe street department, on requisition of Mayor George H. 
Brown and filed with the Purchasing Agent May 25, 1922, 
said requisition purporting to be an emergency purchase. 
The subpoena was dated July 7, 1922, and returnable tlie first 
Monday of August, 1922. This matter was set down for hear- 
ing on the 11th day of July, and after hearing the bill was 
dismissed on the grounds that the petition was not properly 
brought, ten taxable inhabitants not having joined in bring- 
ing said bill, as required by section 53, chapter 41 of the 
General Laws. 
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736 George H. Brown vs. Stephen Flynn and Fred- 
eric W . Cook 

This was a petition for a writ of mandamus to issue to 
require Stephen Flynn, as City Clerk, and Frederick W. Cook, 
as Secretary of the Commonwealth, to recognize the invalidity 
of a petition for Plan B Charter filed on September 26, 1922, 
and certified as to the sufficiency of signatures thereon by 
the Election Commission of the City of Lowell on September 
28, 1922, and the invalidity of a certificate as to such suffi- 
ciency filed with the Secretary of tlhe Commonwealth ; and re- 
quiring said City Clerk and said Secretary of the Common- 
wealth to do whatever things that might be necessary to 
amend or correct their records in relation to said petition 
and to prevent the question proposed by said petition from be- 
ing submitted upon the official ballot to a vote of the regis- 
tered voters of said City of Lowell. 

The matter came on to be heard before DeCourcy, J., 
who found for the respondents and the petition was dismissed. 


728 Albert J . Blazon vs. George H. Brown et als. 

This was a petition for a writ of mandamus to compel the 
defendants, George H. Brown, Mayor of the City of Lowell, 
the members of the City Council of the City of Lowell, mem- 
bers of the Board of Assessors of said City, and Wilfred J. 
Achin, an appointee of Mayor Brown to the office of a mem- 
ber of the Board of Assessors, to recognize the petitioner as 
the holder of the office of assessor of said city, and command- 
ing the respondent Achin to cease from in any way interfer- 
ing with tibe petitioner in the performance of the duties of his 
said office or from* himself attempting to perform the duties. 

On June 1, 1922, the respondent mayor sent to the City 
Council the names of Edward P. Mulry, Wilfred J. Achin, 
and Clinton P. Tuttle as nominees for one, two, and three 
years, respectively, to the Board of Assessors. No action 
was taken on these nominations until June 15, 1922, when the 
name of Wilfred J. Achin was taken from the table and con- 
firmed by a vote of ten to five. On June 16, 1922, Achin 
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purported to qualify as Assessor of the City of Lowell in 
place of the petitioner, and occupied said office and ousted 
said petitioner therefrom. The petitoner averred that it was 
beyond the power of the City Council under the provisions of 
Chapter 383 of the Acts of 1921, sections 3, 4, and 43 to desig- 
nate any particular member of the Board of Assessors to be 
succeeded in office by any particular nominee by the mayor. 

This matter came on to be heard in the Supreme Judicial 
Court before Crosby, J., who ordered the writ as prayed for 
to issue. 


SUPERIOR COURT 


4295 Eq. Framingham Construction and Supply Com- 
pany vs. City of Lowell 

This was a petition to the Superior Court, praying that 
an injunction might issue restraining the defendant Edward 
H. Foye, Purchasing Agent of the City of Lowell, and his 
agents, attorneys and counsellors from accepting or in any 
way acting on any bids or proposals for the furnishing of 
sheet asphalt comprised in the complainant’s bill, and further 
restraining the defendants Bowers, Leary and Murphy, as 
the Board of Public Service of said city, their agents, attor- 
neys and counsellors, from accepting or acting upon any bids 
or proposals for the furnishing of said sheet asphalt, all of 
which was set forth in the bill of complaint. The writ was 
dated May 3, 1922, and returnable the first Monday of July, 
1922. On May 5, and interlocutory decree was entered, the 
restraining order dissolved and it was ordered that the plead- 
ings be completed on or before June 1, 1922. On May 10, the 
respondent City of Lowell filed its demurrer and answer and 
on May 11, a rule to a master was issued.

REPORT OF CITY SOLICITOR 


43400 Mary E . Billings vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
for Middlesex County in the sum of five thousand dollars to 
recover for personal injuries sustained while the plaintiff 
was traveling on Cushing Street in the City of Lowell on or 
about March 11, 1922. The writ was dated June 28, 1922, 
and returnable the first Monday of August 1922. The City 
filed its answer in this case. The matter was settled out of 
court by vote of tibe City Council wherein the plaintiff was 
awarded five hundred dollars. An agreement for judgment in 
this amount was filed with the Superior Court. 


Margaret Curran vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court, 
returnable the first Monday of December, 1922, for personal 
injuries sustained while the plaintiff was traveling along the 
Lincoln Street bridge. The writ was dated October 11, 1922, 
returnable the first Monday of December, 1922. The action 
was never entered in the Superior Court, but was settled by 
vote of the City Council passed December 28, 1922 for $2750. 


41679 Elizabeth Desmond vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
for Middlesex County in the sum of four thousand dollars 
for personal injuries sustained on or about May 9, 1921, while 
traveling on Main Street in the City of Lowell. The writ was 
dated December 24, 1921, and returnable to Superior Court the 
first Monday of February, 1922. The matter came on to be 
heard before Cox, J., with jury at the October sitting of the 
Superior Court. The jury returned a verdict for the defen- 
dant. 
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43956 Frederick Edimrds, p. p . a., vs. City of Lowell 

This is an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
to recover for personal injuries sustained by the plaintiff on 
or about August 23, 1922, by falling into an unguarded ex- 
cavation just off Fowler Road in the City of Lowell. The writ 
was dated October 3, 1922, and returnable the first Monday of 
November, 1922. This case was settled out of court by vote 
of the City Council in the sum of one thousand dollars, and 
an agreement for judgment in this amount was filed with the 
court. 


40478 Leo Forest vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
in the sum of two thousand dollars for damage to the land 
and buildings of the plaintiff caused by the overflow of water 
from the exit of the filter gallery at and near Riverside Street. 

The City filed its answer and appearance, and the case 
went to trial before Lawton J., with jury at the April, 1922 
sitting of the Superior Court. The hearings started April 12, 
1922, and were concluded on April 13, 1922. The jury ren- 
dered a verdict for the plaintiff in the sum of one hundred and 
four dollars with costs amounting to eight dollars and thirty 
cents. This judgment was paid on execution May 8, 1922. 


41641 Helen G. McGowan vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
for Middlesex County in the sum of ten thousand dollars. The 
writ was dated November 22, 1921, and was returnable the 
first Monday of January, 1922. Trial was had on April 7, 
1922, before Lawton, J., with jury, and after the trial was 
concluded the jury brought in a verdict for the defendant city. 
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41219 Catherine O’Connell vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
for Middlesex County to recover for personal injuries alleged 
by the plaintiff to have been sustained while traveling along 
Gorham Street in said City of Lowell. The writ was dated 
October 24, 1921, and returnable the first Monday of Decem- 
ber. 

Simultaneously with the bringing of this action an action 
was brought against the Lowell Trust Company in front of 
whose premises the accident was alleged to have occured. 
By vote of the City Council passed December 28, 1922, the 
sum of $2000. was awarded the plaintiff in settlement of her 
suit against the city, and it was agreeed that the following 
entry might be made on tihe files of the Superior Court : 
‘‘Neither Party. No further suit to be brought for the same 
cause of action.” 


44229 Rose Riley vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
for Middlesex County to recover for personal injuries sus- 
tained [February 13, 1922, while the plaintiff was traveling on 
Suffolk Street in the City of Lowell. The writ was dated Oct- 
ober 23, 1922, and returnable the first Monday of December, 
1922. 

This matter was settled out of court in the sum of three 
hundred dollars, and an agreement for judgment in this 
amount was filed witib the Superior Court. 


DISTRICT COURT 


742 Sarah J . Collins vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the District Court 
of Lowell in the sum of one thousand dollars for personal 
injuries sustained on or about November 2, 1920, while the 
plaintiff was traveling on Lawrence Street bridge. The 
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plaintiff alleged that she fell over a pole stump which was 
projecting from the sidewalk about two inches. Investiga- 
tion showed that this pole stump belonged to the Postal 
Telegraph- Company, which was asked by the city to come in 
and defend the action.- The writ was dated October 10, 1921, 
and returnable the third Saturday of November, 1921. The 
appearance and answer of the City of Lowell were filed. The 
case was heard before Fisher, J., in the District Court on 
May 4 and May 9, who returned a verdict in favor of the city. 


395 John P. Hall vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the District Court 
of Lowell in the sum of three hundred dollars to recover for 
damage caused to an automobile belonging to the plaintiff, 
alleged to have been due to the slippery condition of Seventh 
Street which had been recently oiled. The writ was dated 
June 9, 1922, and returnable to District Court the first Saturday 
of July, 1922. This matter was settled on execution which was 
paid and returned to the court satisfied, on December 16, 1922. 
It was agreed between the parties that the following entry 
might be made: “Judgment for the plaintiff in the sum of 
sixty dollars without costs and that execution may issue 
forthwith.” 


404 Rose McCarthy vs. City of Loivell 

This was an action of tort brought in the District Court 
of Lowell in the sum of three hundred dollars to recover for 
personal injuries sustained on February 8, 1920, while the 
plaintiff was traveling on Middlesex Street in the City of 
Lowell. The writ was dated October 27, 1921, and returnable 
the first Saturday of December, 1921. The appearance and 
answer of the City were filed. This case was settled out of 
court by vote of the City Council passed December 28, 1922* 
for five hundred dollars, and an agreement for judgment in 
said amount was filed with the court. 
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497 John Mclnerney, p. p. a., vs. City of Lowell 

This was a friendly action brought in the District Court 
to recover the sum of fifty dollars awarded by the City of 
Lowell by vote of its City Council, passed June 16, 1922, for 
personal injuries sustained by the plaintiff while an attendant 
at the Butler School. An agreement for judgment in said 
amount was filed with the court. 


131 William D. Regan vs. City of Loivell 

This was an action of contract brought in the District 
Court of Lowell by the retiring City Solicitor, William D.- 
Regan, in the sum of three hundred dollars to recover unpaid 
salary in the year 1921, with interest at 6 per cent from Jan- 
uary 4, 1922, to the date of the writ. The writ was dated 
February 3, 1922, and returnable the second Saturday of 
March, 1922. 

Interrogatories were filed by the plaintiff on March 13, 
and were answered by the defndant on March 29. On April 
4, 1922, it was agreed that entry be made that judgment for 
plaintiff on his declaration of damage for $270.65 be paid. 
Judgment was entered for the plaintiff on April 7, and on 
April 15, 1922, the execution was returned to court fully 
satisfied. 


260 Michael J . Ready vs. H. P. Doherty 

This was a petition brought under the provisions of the 
General Laws, Chapter 31, Section 45, for a review of the 
action of the respondent Doherty, Superintendent of Streets 
of the City of Lowell, in discharging the petitioner from his 
employment as Engineer at the City Ledge under the classi- 
fied civil service. The petition was dated May 19, 1922, and 
returnable the second Saturday of June, 1922. Hearing was 
held on this petition before Enright, J., in the District Court 
in July, 1922, and a finding was ordered for the petitioner. 
The petitioner was later* reinstated in his position at the 
city ledge. 
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109 Edward R . Tryon vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of contract brought in the District 
Court of Lowell to recover for goods furnished the city. 
The writ was dated January 30, 1922, and returnable the first 
Saturday of March, 1922. In this action the city filed its ap- 
pearance and answer. On December 28, 1922, the City Coun- 
cil voted to settle this action for $36. and an agreement for 
judgment was filed in said court in this amount. 


Rose Scully vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the District Court 
of Lowell in the year 1921 to recover for personal injuries sus- 
tained by the plaintiff while walking along Bridge Street in 
the City of Lowell. The writ was dated October 20, 1921, and 
returnable the first Saturday of December, 1921. This matter 
was settled out of court by vote of the City Council in 1921 
for two hundred dollars and agreement for judgment in said 
amount was filed with the court.

SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


1649 Attorney General Ex . Rel. vs. City of Lowell 

This was an information brought in the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court by the Attorney General at the relation of the 
trustees under the will of Thomas Nesmith, late of Lowell, 
deceased, to compel compliance by the City of Lowell with 
the terms of said will, and the enforcement of the trusts 
therein created. The case was reserved for determination by 
the full bench of the Supreme Court upon the information and 
answer. The court found that the Thomas Nesmith fund was 
a trust fund and that the city must restore the fund in full and 
pay to the trustees under the said will interest from March 18, 
1918, until the date of full restoration, the details of the 
restoration to be fixed by a single justice. Hearing was had 
on this matter before DeCourcy, J., on rescript from the full 
court, who decreed that said fund must be restored by the 
City of Lowell on or before April 15, 1924, and that forever 
thereafter said city should keep it separate and apart and at 
all times invested in securities appropriate for trust funds, 
and should administer its income acording to the terms of the 
will. As 5 per cent was found to be the rate fairly earned by 
trust investments during the period from March 18, 1918, to 
the present time, said city was ordered to pay to said trustees 
on or before the fifteenth of December, 1923, the sum of 
$6,968.74, and to pay on the fifteenth of April and October 
in each year the income of said fund. 

The action was brought in 1922, and concluded in 1923, 
when the fund was restored in full after the handing down 
of the final decree, and interest was paid to the trustees from 
October 18, 1918, to the date of restoration. 
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4448 G. Thorndike Trull vs . City of Lowell 

This was a complaint brought under the General Laws, 
Chapter 59, section 65, in the Superior Court on May 6, 1922, 
in the nature of an appeal from the refusal of the assessors 
to abate a tax alleged by the complainant, a farmer, to have 
been unlawfully assessed upon certain automobile trucks used 
for farm work. This case was heard on an agreed statement 
of facts by Judge Sisk of the Superior Court, who found for 
the respondent City of Lowell, and he reported the case to 
the Supreme Judicial Court for determination. After hearing 
by the Supreme Judicial Court it was ordered that judgment 
be entered for the City of Lowell in accordance with the re- 
port of Judge Sisk. 


SUPERIOR COURT 


43668 John Conway vs . City of Loivell 

This was a petition brought in the Superior Court for 
Middlesex County for the assessment of damages by a jury 
for the taking by the City of Lowell of certain real estate 
located on the southerly side of First Street in the City of 
Lowell for park purposes. This property was seized by order 
of the Park Department passed August 30, 1924, and the sum 
of $5166.66 awarded to the petitioner. Dissatisfaction as to 
the amount of the award resulted in this action which was 
settled out of court in the additional amount of $2333.34, 
making the total payment to the petitioner, $7500. The peti- 
tion was dated September 27,' 1922, and returnable to the 
Superior Court the first Monday of November, 1922. An 
agreement for the assessment of damages was filed with the 
court, and the petitioner gave to the city a deed confirming 
its taking. 
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43654 Daniel C. Donovan vs. City of Lowell 

This was a petition for a jury to assess damages for the 
taking of certain property located on the easterly side of 
Stevens Street for playground purposes. Said property was 
seized on August 30, 1922, by order of the Park Department 
and the sum of $5000. awarded to the petitioner. Dissatis- 
faction with the amount of the award resulted in this action 
which was settled out of court for $6250., which amount re- 
presented the assessed valuation plus 25 % . An agreement for 
judgment in this amount without costs was filed with the 
Superior Court, and a deed confirming its taking was given 
to the City of Lowell by the petitioner. 


44547 James C. Donovan vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
in the sum of three thousand dollars for damages to a stock 
of goods in plaintiff’s cellar in Market Street, alleged to have 
been caused by a leaking water main. The writ was dated 
November 21, 1922, and returnable the . first Monday of Jan- 
uary, 1923. This matter was settled out of court and an agree- 
ment filed that judgment for the plaintiff might be entered in 
the sum of $650. without costs and that execution might issue. 
This amount was paid on execution in May, 1923. 


45099 Clara B. Frost vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought against the City of 
Lowell in tike Superior Court for Middlesex County in the 
sum of five thousand dollars for personal injuries sustained 
by the plaintiff and alleged to have been received while she 
was traveling on Third Street in the City of Lowell, on or 
about the first day of November, 1922. This matter was 
settled out of court in the sum of $300., and an agreement for 
judgment in said amount was filed with the court. 
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43669 Martin J. Hart vs. City of Loivell 

This was a petition brought in the Superior Court for 
Middlesex County for tibe assessment of damages by a jury for 
the taking of certain real estate on the southerly side of First 
Street in the City of Lowell for park purposes. This proper- 
ty consisting of 16,068 square feet of land with buildings was 
seized by order of the Board of Park Commissioners August 
30, 1922, and the sum of $16,437.50 awarded the petitioner. 
Not satisfied with this amount, the petitioner brought this 
action for a jury to assess his damages. The matter was 
eventually settled for $20,000. without trial in court, and an 
agreement for judgment in this amount filed with the Super- 
ior Court. Upon payment of this amount to the petitioner, 
a deed confirming the city’s taking was given by the petitioner 
and recorded later with the Middlesex North District Registry 
of Deeds. 


43955 Addie McCallum vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
for Middlesex County in the sum of four thousand dollars to 
recover for personal injuries sustained by the plaintiff while 
traveling on First Street in the City of Lowell. The writ 
was dated October 3, 1922, and returnable the first Monday of 
December, 1922. This suit was settled out of court in the 
sum of $950. and an agreement for judgment in said amount 
has been filed with the clerk of the Superior Court. 


43073 Mary L. Saunders et als. vs. City A f Loivell 

This was a petition brought in the Superior Court for 
Middlesex County for a jury to assess damages for the taking 
of Washington Park, so-called, for playground purposes. The 
property was seized on December 8, 1921, by order of the 
Board of Park Commissioners and the sum of $30,800. the 
assessed valuation, awarded to the petitioners. The petitioners 
were not satisfied with this award and brought this action 
which was later settled by the payment to said petitioners of 
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25 % more than the award, or $7700. In the latter part of 1922 
an agreement for judgment in the sum of seventy-seven hun- 
dred dollars and that execution migiht issue on the first Mon- 
day of February, 1923, was filed in the Superior Court, and ac- 
cordingly on February 9, 1923, said execution having issued 
was returned to court fully satisfied. A deed confirming the 
city’s taking was given and has been recorded with the Mid- 
dlesex North District Registry of Deeds. 


Eq. 4524 Harry L. Parkhurst vs . City of Lowell 
et als. 

This was a bill in equity brought in the Superior Court 
for Middlesex County praying that the City of Lowell be re- 
strained from paying to the defendants Brown, First Street 
Garage, and George E. Mongeau, any part of a sum of money 
due from the defendant City of Lowell to the defendant 
LeClair, until the claim of the plaintiff had first been satisfied, 
on account of the fact that for a valuable consideration said 
defendant LeClair had executed and delivered an order upon 
the defendant city to pay to said plaintiff three (hundred and 
eighty-six dollars of the sum due him from said City of Lowell, 
said order antedating orders given by said LeClair to de- 
fendants, Brown, |First Street Garage, and Mongeau. The 
plaintiff filed a motion for final decree which was allowed by 
the court. . The plaintiff Parkhurst received from the funds 
owed LeClair by the City of Lowell the amount due him by 
LeClair plus the costs in this action. This matter was heard 
before McLaughlin, J., sitting at Boston, April 20, 1923. 


42493 Edward 8 . Dole vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
for Middlesex County in the sum of four thousand dollars for 
personal injuries sustained by the plaintiff while said plaintiff 
was traveling on Gorham Street opposite the U. S. Post Office 
building. The writ was dated March 18, 1922, and returnable 
to Superior Court the first Monday of May, 1922. 

The city filed its appearance and answer and the matter 
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went to trial before Qua, J., sitting witlh jury at Lowell at the 
October session of the Superior Court. The case went to 
trial on November 8, 1923 and two and one-half days were 
occupied in the trial of the case which went to the jury at 
3 P. M. on November 12, 1923. A verdict was returned for the 
plaintiff in the sum of $202.50., which amount was paid on 
execution of court January 20, 1924. 


44744 Lucien G. Holmes vs. City of Loivell 

This was a petition to the Superior Court for the County 
of Middlesex for the assessment of damages by a jury for land 
of the petitioner seized by right of eminent domain by order of 
ffhe Board of Park Commissioners in the year 1922, for public 
park purposes. The order of seizure contained an award of 
$700. to said petitioner, which amount represented the as- 
sessed valuation. Later a vote was passed by the Board of 
Park Commissioners awarding the petitioner the additional 
sum of $175., representing 25% over the assessed valuation, 
in exchange for a confirmatory deed. This amount of .$875. 
was declined by the petitioner and this action brought. The 
case was heard on June 19, 1923, before Judge Sisk with jury, 
and at its conclusion the jury brought in a verdict of one 
thousand dollars ($1000.), one hundred and twenty-five dol- 
lars more than the city’s award. 


46121 Anna Gervais vs. City of Lowell 

This was a petition brought in the Superior Court for 
Middlesex County for the assessment of damages by a jury 
for the taking of real estate owned by the petitioner and 
located on the easterly side of Riverside Street in the City 
of Lowell for Park Purposes. This property was seized at 
its assessed valuation. A further offer of 25% more was made 
by the city solicitor in exchange for a confirmatory deed. This 
offer was refused and this action brought. The assessed val- 
uation of this property is $2350. The petitioner wanted $6000. 
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but finally agreed to accept a settlement of $4200. An agree- 
ment for judgment in said amount was filed with the court, 
and later a deed confirming its taking was given to the city 
by said petitioner. This deed has been recorded with the 
Middlesex Nortih District Registry of Deeds. 


43874 Erastus A. Bartlett vs. City of Lowell 

This was a petition brought in the Superior Court for the 
assessment of damages by a jury for the taking by the City of 
Lowell of 17.21 acres of land located on the westerly side of 
Boston Road and southerly side of Swan Street in the City 
of Lowell, for cemetery purposes. The property was seized at 
the assessed valuation, to wit; $6050. The petitioner refused 
the award on the ground that it was insufficient and brought 
this action to recover for the seizure of Ibis property. The pro- 
perty was seized by the City Council on September 7, 1923, 
and on February 7, 1923, the petitioner died. John F. Sawyer 
was appointed executor and filed a motion with the court 
that as executor he be substituted for the petitioner in the 
action. The motion was allowed, and after several confer- 
ences with Mr. Sawyer and members of the Cemetery Com- 
mission for the purpose of arriving at a fair price for settle- 
ment, the City Solicitor having been granted full authority 
by tihe Cemetery Commission settled this action for $10,277. 
66, the $10,000. representing the price paid for the land, and 
the $277.66, the accrued interest on the original award. 


43349 Eliza Goodwin vs. City of Lotvell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
for Middlesex County in the sum of five thousand dollars for 
personal injuries sustained on or about April 13, 1922, while 
the plaintiff was traveling along Gorham Street in the City 
of Lowell. The writ was dated June 21, 1922, and returnable 
the first Monday of Augu*st, 1922. This matter was settled 
out of court in tihe sum of $450. and it was agreed that the 
following entry might be made in Superior Court: ‘‘J u< l& men 1: 
for the Plaintiff in the sum of $450. and judgment satisfied.”' 
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21670 Thomas Risten alias vs . City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
for Essex County in the sum of five hundred dollars, which 
action was later transferred to Middlesex County on motion 
of the plaintiff. The writ was dated January 13, 1920, and 
returnable the first Monday of March, 1920. This case grew 
out of alleged damage to an automobile owned and operated 
by the plaintiff on First Street, on or about September 14, 
1919. The case went to trial before Morton, J., without jury, 
at Lowell on May 21, 1923. Judge Morton found for the de- 
fendant City of Lowell on the grounds that First Street at 
that time at the point where the plaintiff met with his accident 
was a county way and not a city way and on the further 
ground that the defect, if any, in such way was not such as 
the owner of the automobile could recover for, as the way at 
the time was safe for horse and carriage to travel thereon. 


38410 Mary Carey vs . City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
for Middlesex County to recover for personal injuries sus- 
tained by the plaintiff in the year 1919, while traveling on 
Andrews Street in the City of Lowell. The writ was dated 
November 16, 1920, and returnable the first Monady of Jan- 
uary, 1921. This matter was settled out of court for four 
hundred dollars and an agreement for ^judgment in this 
amount filed with the clerk of the Superior Court.

46203 Margaret McKinley vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of tort brought in the Superior Court 
to recover for personal injuries sustained by the plaintiff 
while traveling along Bridge Street in the City of Lowell on 
or about October 7, 1921. The writ was dated May 1, 1923, 
and returnable the first Monday of July, 1923. This matter 
was settled out of court by vote of the City Council passed 
December 18, 1923, for the sum of $250. and an agreement for 
judgment in said amount was filed with the court. 
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41941 William B . Ready vs. City of Lowell 

41942 Annie B. Ready vs. Same 

These were two separate actions brought in the Superior 
Court for Middlesex County, the first in the sum of three 
thousand dollars and the second in the sum of five thousand 
dollars, to recover for personal injuries sustained by Annie 
M. Ready, wife of William B. Ready, while traveling on 
Broadway on or about February 13, 1921. Both writs were 
dated February 1, 1922, and returnable the first Monday of 
March, 1922.

This was an action of tort brought in the sum of three 
thousand dollars in Superior Court for Middlesex County to 
recover for personal 'injuries alleged to have been sustained by 
the plaintiff while traveling along Lakeview avenue in the 
City of Lowell. The writ was dated April 10, 1923, and re- 
turnable the first Monday of July, 1923. By vote of the City 
Council passed December 18, 1923, the plaintiff was awarded 
the sum of $150. in settlement of her action. This amount she 
refused as being insufficient. This action was settled in court 
just prior to trial for $250. and paid on execution later.

The case was heard before Pickman, J., Feb- 
ruary 21, 1923, who rendered a finding for the plaintiff in the 
sum of $412.22.

354 Donat Paquette vs. City of Lowell 

This was an action of contract brought in the District 
Court of Lowell to recover for overtime work in the Ash and 
Waste Department of the City of Lowell and was brought in 
the nature of a test case. The writ was dated April 12, 1923, 
and returnable the third Saturday May, 1924. The matter 
never came to trial as all the employees in said department 
who, it was found, had worked over the forty-eight hours per 
week permitted by law for the period from February 12, 1923, 
to June 9, 1923, were paid for their overtime work. This pay- 
ment was made after a conference had been had with a repre- 
sentative of the Civil Service Commission, Board of Public 
Service, the Mayor, and the City Solicitor.

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and Construction Company in the sum of $27,227.48. A mo- 
tion to enter judgment in accordance with the Auditor's re- 
port was filed by the petitioner. This motion was allowed 
and judgment entered. Immediately after the allowance of 
the petitioner's motion to enter judgment, a petition for a writ 
of injunction to restrain the City of Lowell from paying any 
further money to said Engineeering Service and Construction 
Company and to restrain said Company from taking out an 
execution on said judgment was filed by Dennis E. Conners. 
The petition was allowed and David H. Fulton was appointed 
Master to investigate the matters complained of in said Con- 
ner's bill of complaint. At the conclusion of the hearings 
before the Master, his report was filed with the Supreme 
Judicial Court, and a decree of the court dismissing the 
petitioner’s bill was entered. An appeal was taken by the 
petitioners. Immediately subsequent to the entry of the final 
decree, the attorneys for the said Engineering Service and 
Construction Company took out an execution upon said judg- 
ment, which was not honored by the City owing to the fact 
that the City Solicitor had instructed the City Auditor and 
the City Treasurer not to pay out any money on said execu- 
tion until the expiration of the twenty day period in which the 
petitioner had the right to appeal from the final decree. Be- 
fore the expiration of this period, the attorney for the En- 
gineering Service and Construction Company attempted to 
collect on the execution by force. The City asked for an order 
restraining the plaintiff from levying said execution until the 
twenty-day appeal period had elapsed. This order was 
granted. The petitioner Conners appealed from the final de- 
cree entered by Judge Pierce and moved that the ad interim 
injunction be made permanent. Pending, the settlement of 
this question and further, pending the disposition of a petition 
of the City of Lowell for the reopening of this case, the execu- 
tion was not honored, but on January 12, 1924, matters with 
relation to this case having been settled to the satisfaction 
of the City Solicitor, an execution of court taken out on Jan- 
uary 10, 1924, was served by a deputy sheriff for Middlesex 
County, without costs, and the judgment in this case with 
interest amounting to twenty-eight thousand seven hundred 
and fifty-six dollars and seventy cents ($28,756.70) was paid. 
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2281 Eq. Dennis E. Conners et als. vs. City of Lowell 
et als. 

This was a petition for a writ of mandamus filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court March 15, 1923, and returnable to 
said Court, March 20, 1923, brought by the petitioners under 
section 53, c. 40, General Laws, seeking to restrain the mayor 
and other officers of the City of Lowell from paying or at- 
tempting to permit the payment of a judgment secured against 
said City by the Engineering Service and Construction Com- 
pany in an action at law in the Superior Court prior to the 
first Monday of January, 1923, when the respondent Mayor 
John J. Donovan first assumed office. The matter was re- 
ferred to David H. Fulton, Esquire, as Auditor to hear the 
parties and their witnesses. At the conclusion of the hearings 
the auditor found for the respondents and on May 19, 1923, 
filed his report with this court, which report was confirmed 
by Justice Pierce on June 29, 1923. The petitioners appealed 
from the decree confirming the master’s report and a hear- 
ing on the appeal was had before Crosby, J., on October 9, 
1923. Judge Crosby issued an order dismissing the petition- 
ers’ appeal to the Full Court unless the record was printed 
and entered in Full Court on or before November 1, 1923. 
This matter was set down for hearing before the full bench 
on December 3, 1923. The petitioners failed to appear or to 
file their briefs, and a rescript was handed down by said court 
dismissing the bill and affirming double costs on said petition- 
ers under the provisions of section 10, chapter 211 of the 
General Laws. 


2291 Eq. John J. Donovan et als. vs. Engineering 
Service and Construction Company 

This was a bill of complaint brought in the Supreme 
Judicial Court, praying for a restraining order to issue against 
the Engineering Service and Construction Company to re- 
strain said Company from serving, attempting to serve, levy- 
ing, or attempting to levy, an execution upon the City of 
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Lowell tor the recovery of a judgment rendered against said 
City in an action at law pending in Superior Court, numbered 
43545 on the docket thereof until the final determination by 
the said court of the petition of Dennis E. Conners et als v. 
City of Lowell et als, numbered 2281 Eq. on the docket of said 
Supreme Judicial Court. Said restraining order was granted 
and the levying of the execution stayed until the determina- 
tion of said petition. OnDecember 4, 1923, said Engineering 
Service and Construction Company filed a stipulation, agree- 
ing not to proceed to satisfy the judgment obtained by it 
against the City of Lowell until said City had had an op- 
portunity to present a petition in Superior Court to vacate 
said judgment and until the Court should decide whether a 
supersedeas should issue upon said petition. A motion was 
filed by the respondents praying that the temporary injunction 
be dissolved. The matter came on to be heard before 
DeCourcy, J., who after the hearing issued an interlocutory de- 
cree dissolving the injunction. 

47610 City of Lowell vs. Engineering Service and 
Construction Company 

This was a petition to vacate judgment rendered in an 
action at law entitled Engineering Service and Construction 
Company v. City of Lowell et als and numbered 43545 on the 
docket of the Superior Court for Middlesex County. This 
matter came on to be heard on January 7, 1924, before Judge 
Sanderson sitting at Cambridge without jury, who, after hear- 
ing, denied said petition. 

The Conners Bros. Company, Inc. et al. vs. The 
Engineering Service and Construction Company 
et als. 

This is a trustee action brought in the U. S. District 
Court in the sum of fifty thousand dollars against the En- 
gineering Service and Construction Company, Stephen Kear- 
ney, Fred H. Rourke and Arthur Bartlett and the Scannell 
Boiler Works, and the City of Lowell, Trustee. The writ 
was dated December 5, 1923, and returnable the third Tuesday 
of March. In this action the trustee was discharged. 
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The English Construction Company Inc . vs. The 
Engineeering Service and Construction Company 
et als, and City of Lowell , Trustee 

This is a trustee action brought in the United States 
District Court in the sum of thirty thousand dollars against 
the Engineering Service and Construction Company, Stephen 
Kearney, (Fred H. Rourke, Arthur Bartlett, Scannell Boiler 
Works, and City of Lowell, Trustee. This action is a sequence 
to the recovery by said Engineering Service and Construc- 
tion Company of a judgment against the City of Lowell for 
extras on the Central Bridge Contract. The writ is dated 
December 31, 1923, and returnable the third Tuesday of 
March, 1924. Pending. 


HIGH SCHOOL LITIGATION 

The following cases which arose through the awarding 
of the contract for the construction of the new High School 
were tried and settled during the year 1923. 

2276 Dennis E. Conners et als . vs. City of Lowell 
et als 

This was a suit in equity brought in the Supreme Judicial 
Court under section 53 of chapter 40 of the General Laws, 
against the City of Lowell, its Mayor, Auditor, Treasurer;, 
Architect, and the members of its High School Building Com- 
mission, together with Daniel H. Walker of Lowell, contrac- 
tor for the new High School, wherein the plaintiffs claiming 
to be tax-payers of the City of Lowell, sought to restrain the 
defendants from making further payments to said Walker 
under the terms of a contract entered into between (him and 
the City of Lowell through its said High School Building 
Commission for the erection of a new High School Building, 
on the ground that said contract was illegal and invalid, as 
being ultra vires. jF. Rockwood Hall of Boston was appointd 
master to hear the evidence. Several hearings were held and 
a number of witnesses called and examined. The defendants 
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denied the illegality and invalidity of said contract and al- 
leged that in bringing this action the plaintiffs were guilty of 
laches. At the conclusion of the hearings, the master found 
that the contract was ultra vires and that the plaintiff was 
guilty of laches in bringing this suit. Boyd Jones, Esq., 
argued this matter in the Supreme Court for the defendants 
in February, 1923. The matter was heard by Pierce, J., on 
the Master’s Report, and he ordered an interlocutory decree 
to be entered confirming the master’s report. He reserved 
the case and reported it to the full court for determination, 
in the opinion written by Rugg, C. J., it was stated that 
the plaintiffs were not entitled to relief in this action, and the 
petition was dismissed. 


47726 J . J. Hurley vs. Daniel H . Walker and City 

of Loivell, Trustee 

This was a trustee action brought in the Superior Court 
for Middlesex County, attaching moneys owed by the City 
of Lowell, and in the hands and possession of the City of 
Lowell, to the defendant Walker, contractor for the Hew High 
School. The plaintiff in an action of contract sought to re- 
cover the sum of $7,128.35 with interest from December 13,

There are three police women employed by the city, 
Miss Emily M. Skilton, Miss Matilda G. Costello and Miss 


Emma V. Des Forges. There are two women at the office 
who have been appointed as special police by the city, Miss 
Mabel G. Armstrong, employed by the Florence Crittenton So- 
ciety, appointed in 1921 and Miss Eva B. Crepeau, employed 


by the Catholic Charity Bureau and appointed in July, 1923. 
Miss Armstrong is also a Traveler’s Aid Worker and wears 
the badge of that organization. 

The police women have a detention room in the city, 
supported by the Florence Crittenton Society. Court girls, 
and girls without money and friends, of every nationality and 
creed, can find a shelter there. 

The Florence Crittenton Society also appropriates money 
for the examination of girl mental cases, which is of great 
advantage and much appreciated. 

Miss Costello has given quiet but effective service at the 
G. U. clinic, week by week, holding conferences with the girl 
and women patients, and making necessary calls on those who 
neglect their treatments, and fail to attend the clinic regular- 
ly. 

Miss Des Forges and Miss Crepeau take care of the 
French work of the office. 

Police women accompany men when they commit women 
prisoners to institutions. 

You will notice by reading the statistics given at the 
opening of this report that during the past year 246 parents 
from 246 homes have called at the office to complain of each 
other, and 576 girls have come to our attention. Scarcely 
one of these girls could be censured for being responsible for 
her misfortune or misconduct. Investigation in most of these 
cases placed the blame on the parents who spend their time 
in quarreling and arguing over trifling disagreements. Can 
we wonder that girls prefer the glamour and excitement of 
the outside world, the dance, the automobile, the big feeds, 
the camp, all of which is enjoyment to them, compared to the 
wrangling and confusion of their homes. The office has 
placed under other guardians. Two of these girls called at 
in other homes. We have eleven girls under our own guar- 
dianship through the probate court, and have had three girls 
placed during the past year 1313 girls outside of their homes, 
the office December 31st to express their gratitude that they 
had been saved from a wretched home. Their mother had 
died, their father was a wicked man, and through our office 
their mother’s sister had been appointed their guardian. 


It is a part of the work of our office to follow up the 
dance halls, skating rinks and theatres. '""This we have done 
to the best of our ability. 

We have at all times the co-operation of all the churches 
of the city, and all the city and state organizations. We also 
have the co-operation of the officers, lawyers, .physicians, hos- 
pitals, newspapers and many personal friends. We could 
not have done the work of 1923 without the support and as- 
sistance of these.
